THOMAS H. ELIOT DENNIS M. CRONIN 

Candidates for Democratic Nomination 


At a meeting of the Newton Build 
i»g Trades Council in their hall in 
the Nonantuin Building. Newton Cor- 
ner last Friday night. Dennis M. 
Cronin of Newton and Thomas H. 
Eliot of Cambridge addressed the 
members. President Guy Hopwood 
of the Council presided and intro- 
duced the two candidates for the 
Democratic nomination for Congress- 
man from the 9th District. Mr. Cronin 
who spoke first said in opening that 
It was not the time to discuss is- 
sues. but that he would say a few 
words about himself. He said he has 
been a life-long resident of Newton, 
had to start work as a young hoy. and 
lie told of his 19 years service with 
the Boston & Albany Railroad. 10 
of which were in the legal depart- 
ment. He told of his 5 years service 
in the Newton Board of Aldermen 
where he always supported the cause 
of the laboring man, among other 
things sponsoring the 2 weeks vaca- 
tion for city laborers. 

Mr. Cronin asserted that he has 
been a Democrat since he was 15 
years of age and that the Districts 
present Representative. Robert Luce, 
has not represented the working class. 
He stated he has 1000 workers in his 
campnign, will get 15,000 votes on 
September 20. and he said that he is 
the only Democrat who can win. He 
argued that it makes no difference 
what a man's name, race or creed 
is. the Issue is — “Is lie qualified?" He 
said lie is keeping away from issues 
in the campaign, because we don't 
know wliat the issues will lie. 

Mr. Eliot said that he agreod with 
Mr. Cronin that a. man's name, race 
or creed should not have anything to 
do with tlie campaign, lint he dis- 
agrees witli Cronin on the matter of 
issues, which Eliot said are vital. He 
said lie would not devote his energies 
for the interests of men who sit be- 
hind polished desks, but rather for 
the working classes. He stated that 
a fight must he made to retain the 
gains which have been made under 
the Roosevelt administration in the 
interests of the masses of the people. 
Mr. Eliot told of his record in the 
Labor Department at Washington, of 
t lie important part he took in fram- 
ing the Social Security Act, and of 
his work as counsel for the Social 
Security Board the past few years. 

Mr. Eliot said the reason lie is a 
candidate for Congress Is because lie 
wants to take further part in the ef- 
fort to protect the working men and 
women of America. He said he be- 
lieves in co-operation between govern- 


ment ami business, hut Hint some- 
times tlie “big-shots" mean "surrend- 
er" to tlie entrenched interests that 
ruled tills country for 12 years after 
the World War. when they talked of 
co-operation. Eliot said that lie be- 
lieves that Luce will receive the Re- 
publican nomination, and that Luce 
consistently voted "No" on measures 
for tlie interests of the people. He said 
he will defeat Luce if he is nominated, 
that lie knows the 9th District and its 
people, and lie is equipped to meet its 
needs because of his knowledge of na- 
tional problems.

Rotary Club 

“Pageants nrc of tremendous civic 
value.” said Mr. Percy Jewell Burrell, 
Director last winter of Newton’s Ses- 
(|ul-Centennial Pageant, in speaking to 
the Newton Rotarians, at their lunch- 
eon meeting on Monday, nt the Brae- 
burn Golf Club. “Many a town has 
become a different place after the 
co-operative effort of its citizens has 
produced a successful pageant.” In 
one town. Mr. Burrell said, that time 
after its pageant was reckoned not as 
B.C. and A.D., but as “B.P.” and 
"A.P.” (before and after the pageant). 
A pageant, to be a success, according 
to Mr. Burrell, doesn't have to have 
any particular talent, but absolutely 
necessary is the combined efforts of a 
great many people, all citizens of the 
place. In one town of 8000 inhabitants, 
more than 1000 took part In the local 
pageant. 

Out of the pageant at Warwick, Eng., 
a generation ago. came the impulse 
to Warwick in our own Berkshlres to 
commemorate their 200 years of town 
history; and since that time. America 
has become pageant-conscious. “A 
good pageant,” continued the speaker, 
"is a powerful historical object lesson 
which every community needs.” 

One of the most eloquent testimon- 
ies paid the value of pageants was that 
of Mayor Kiel, of St. Louis, in 1914, 
who said that the great St. Louis 
pageant had aroused civic conscious- 
ness to such an extent that, in conse- 
quence. the city got a new charter and 
voted a bond issue for a new bridge 
ncross the Mississippi River. The 
fine summer programs in Forest Park 
in that city are also an outgrowth of 
the St. Louis pageant. Mr. Burrell 
gave many other specific examples of 
Vhat pageants had done for places, 
both large and small. A number of 
charming anecdotes from liis experi- 
ences of thirty years in directing pa- 
geants much amused his hearers. 

Mr. Hassler Capron, who has worked 
with Mr. Burrell in a number of his 
pageants, and whose classification in 
Rotary is "Dramatic and commercial 
lighting.” introduced the speaker, who 
at the close of his address paid Mr. 
Capron a glowing tribute on his great 
talent. Dr. Frank Clark presided at 
the meeting, and there were four 
j guests present from other clubs.

Driving along Route 128 in Need- 
ham last Monday afternoon we ob- 
served a large percentage of Edison 
poles along the highway bearing small 
posters advocating the re-election of 
Governor Hurley, and they were the 
only political advertising on tho poles. 
On Tuesday we observed similar Hur- 
ley campaign cards on poles along 
•the Worcester turnpike between Wel- 
lesley and Worcester. It is common 
knowledge that It Is against the law 
to affix any advertising matter, polit- 
ical or otherwise to poles of public 
utility companies along highways. So, 
it does not redound to Governor Hur- 
ley’s credit when he permits this 
wholesale violation of the law in con- 
nection with his campaign. As Chief 
Executive of this Commonwealth, he 
certainly should set a proper exam- 
ple for the large number of persons 
who are candidates for political of- 
fice. 


Early in 1937 when the motorcycle 
squad was re-established In the New- 
ton police department and eight men 
were assigned to that duty as a means 
of lessening Newton’s had traffic rec- 
ord, we commented on the impractl* 
cality of providing only four motor- 
cycles for eight traffic officers. It 
stands to reason that these four 
vehicles cannot be operated continu- 
ally on two shifts, day and night with 
any reasonable assurance that they will 
keep in proper running order under 
such a schedule. Furthermore, the 
motorcycles purchased were not the 
larger, speedier type used by most 
police departments, but the smaller 
model with a speed limit that makes 
them of little value in pursuing many 
of the swift automobiles operated on 
our highways today. A few days ago 
we observed one of Newton’s motor- 
cycle officers standing on a street 
corner. The motorcycle he had been 
riding had broken down and he was 
waiting to have it taken to tho police 
garage at West Newton. It is about 
lime that this city purchased a suffi- 
cient number of motorcycles for its 
police department, and that the mo- 
torcycles he of the model proper for 
such use instead of the small, slower 
type now being operated. 


Persons who fake Injuries In au- 
tomobile accidents and who are suc- 
cessful in their dishonesty obtain 
money through the medium of the in- 
surance companies. But it is you 
and every person who pays compul- 
sory liability insurance who really 
pays. So it behooves all honest auto- 
mobile owners to assist in discourag- 
ing the "fake injury” racket. 


Two or three years ago a resident 
of Waltham st.. West Newton, peti- 
tioned the Board of Aldermen to pass 
an ordinance prohibiting the blowing 
of automobile horns in this city after 
a reasonable hour at night — 11 or 12 
o’clock. Such an ordinance has been 
adopted in a large number of cities 
and towns In this country, including 


cities adjacent to Newton. The then 
Newton Board of Aldermen promptly 
turned down the very reasonable peti- 
tion. If members of tho Aldermanlc 
Board resided on such streets as Wal- 
tham st. where there is a considerable 
amount of traffic, they would readily 
agree that such an ordinance should bo 
passed. The writer resides on a street 
similar to Waltham st. in so far as 
automobile traffic is concerned. Ev- 
ery night at midnight, 1 a. m., 2 a. m. 
and after, motorists who are either 
under the influence of liquor, near- 
morons or just plain cussed, sound 
magna-vox automobile horns as they 
speed by intersecting streets, with no 
other vehicle within a mile or more. 
When the writer wns a member of the 
Board of Aldermen he was respon- 
sible for having an ordinance passed 
•restricting the use of radio sets after 
midnight. Radio was then at the 
height of its popularity and many 
radio nuts remained up into the wee 
hours of the morning trying to get 
distant stations. That nuisance has 
passed, but the unnecessary and in- 
considerate blowing of automobile 
horns at all hours of the night con- 
tinues. 


If you want to hear what an unde- 
sirable citizen you are, just become 
a candidate for some political office. 
If one takes seriously the accusations 
and characterisations hurled over the 
radio by rival candidates for office 
from Governor down, it would seem 
that few, if any, of the aspirants 
should receive many votes on Sep- 
tember 20. If the successful Repub- 
lican and Democratic aspirants want 
campaign material after the primary 
election, all they need do is merely 
to use the arguments the Republicans 
and Democrats are using against each 
other. 


In rending the newspaper accounts 
of the Hines trial in New York wo 
have been interested in the alleged 
ability of the witnesses for the prose- 
cution to remember tilings that hap- 
pened on certain dates several years 
In the past. We have also been In- 
terested in other much publicized 
trials in the alleged ability of wit- 
nesses to remember what happened on 
certain dates removed over a period 
of years. Wo pride ourself on having 
a memory at least as good as the aver- 
age, hut we frankly acknowledge that 
we could not specify the date on which 
this thing or that thing occurred in 
the course of our daily life, unless 
it was something very extraordinary. 
We feel quite certain that the ordinary 
person resembles us in this respect. 
And few persons keep diaries. 


Those who dislike the political doc- 
trines and acts of President Roose- 
velt are obtaining much satisfaction 
from the victory of Senator Smith in 
South Carolina and the defeat of Sen- 
ator McAdoo in California. But they 
should not fool themselves that these 
two political results augur the defeat 
of "New Deal" policies in those two 
States in 1940. The President did not 
use discretion in opposing one so 
strongly entrenched politically as Is 
Senator Smith but it is much more 
than a probability that even should 
the President he a candidate for a 
third term, he would carry South Car- 
olina. As for the Oalifornla result — 
it is well to remember that Downey, 
who defeated McAdoo, won support 
on a platform that makes the "New 
Deal" look conservative.

Elephants Were Hunted 

In Texas 25,000 Years Ago 

Aboriginal Americans hunted ele- 
phants in the Texas Panhandle 25,000 
years ago, it was reported to the 
Geological Society of America by 
Professor E. H. Sellards of the Uni- 
versity of Texas discloses. 

Professor Sellards studied the 
bones of five prehistoric elephants 
which, with three primitive spears 
and an implement used for scraping 
animal hides, were discovered in a 
filled-in water hole on a wheat 
ranch in Roberts county, about 75 
miles northeast of Amarillo. 

Professor Sellards found that three 
of the elephants were mature or 
nearly mature individuals, and that 
two were young. 

It is difficult to determine, he 
explains, how the remains of the 
elephants were preserved at a com- 
mon level in the water hole. There 
is no indication that the elephants 
were trapped. 

“The animals do not seem to have 
been bogged, because none of the 
leg bones was found in vertical 
position,” the report continues. “On 
the contrary, all were lying hori- 
zontal. If the animals bogged, they 
were pulled out of the mud to be 
skinned. If overtaken by a storm, 
it would seem that the elephants 
would have taken refuge in canyons 
— if canyons then existed on the 
plains — rather than in a sink of this 
kind. 

“Drouth might very possibly 
bring elephants in numbers to a 
water hole, but if extreme drouth 
caused the elephants to die at a 
vanishing water hole, one would ex- 
pect some of the other animals, par- 
ticularly bison, deer, and antelope, 
to be associated with them. Epi- 
demic disease would likewise bring 
elephants to a water hole, and might 
possibly affect only one genus or 
one species of a fauna.”

Tariffs, Customs Houses 

Had Peculiar Beginning 

The first tariffs and customs 
houses began in a queer way. Long 
years ago, when the great rivers 
were the principal arteries of com- 
merce in Europe, strong men, who 
wished to live by preying on the 
industry of their neighbors, built 
their castles or forts on the banks 
of the Rhine, the Danube and other 
rivers, and levied fines or tolls on 
all the commerce that passed up 
and down these natural highways. 
In time this lawlessness became a 
custom, hence the name “customs 
houses." 

1 After a while, kings thought this 
i would be a good way to raise rev- 
enue, and they adopted it, at the 
same time abolishing, or greatly 
i curtailing, the activities of the free- 
j hooters. Later still, governing 
bodies took over this method of 
raising revenue, excluding by law 
' all others, and while the system was 
inherently bad. this change re- 
| moved some of its evils, because the 
public got the money thus raised, 
or most of it. 

However, keen-sighted, covetous 
| persons never lost sight of the per- 
sonal advantages that might be ob- 
tained through the manipulation of 
tariffs; hence the continual pressure 
and the skillfully devised arguments 
brought to bear upon all govern- 
ments to make the rates as high as 
nnssihle 


Early U. S. Stamps Used 

ns Fractional Currency 

The clever adaptation of postage 
stamps during the Civil war was 
responsible for the introduction of 
fractional currency, according to 
collectors who study both philatelic 
and numismatic records. 

Because so many people hoarded 
the metal coins (both silver and 
copper) during the conflict of 1861- 
1865, small currency was practically 
drained from circulation. 

In order to make change for bills 
tendered in payment for purchases 
i postage stamps were forced into 
service. Various concerns produced 
little brass cases into which postage 
stamps were placed. Other people 
merely pasted unused specimens on 
pieces of cardboard and used them 
instead of money 

One such card, coming to the at- 
tention of a banknote designer, in- 
spired him to propose fractional pa- 
per money. He used that card as a 
model, copying the lapped stamps 
and adding only suitable inscrip- 
tions and trimmings. 

The original engraver’s design 
shows that lie even left the words 
"U. S Postage" on each of the 
stamp designs. A pencil correction, 
however, indicates that the Treas- 
ury official who approved the idea 
1 eliminated the "postage." 

The rest of the design was left 
intact and paper bills were issued 
with a face value of 25 and 50 cents. 
On them were reproductions of post- 
age stamp designs: the 25-ccnt bill 
hud brown JefTersons, while the 50* 
cent had us many green Washing 
tons.

Attar, or otto, of roses is a per- 
fume or essential oil distilled from 
certain varieties of rose. Flowers 
are gathered and at once placed in 
copper stills healed with a wood 
fire, and part ally filled with spring 
water. The distillate from the first 
operation is again distill. *d and the 
distillate received in narrow-necked 
bottles. This distillate contains a 
large proportion of the ril suspend- 
ed in the water, and on allowing it 
to stand at a temperature not ex- 
ceeding 60 degrees Fahrenheit, the 
oil gradually rises to the top and is 
skimmed olf. About one ounce of 
attar is tlu* yield from 150 pounds 
of rose-leaves.

Noah Was Firat Roman, 

Not Romulus of Legend 

From no less an authority than 
Professor Luigi Huctter, German 
archeologist, comes the surprising 
information that Noah was the first 
of the Roman?. In fact. Noah was 
the founder of Rome — not, os leg- 
end has it, Romulus. 

It seems, according to the learned 
professor, that after his misguided 
descendants— North's, that is— had 
built the Tower of Babel. Noah took 
a ship with his sons and landed in 
sunny Italy. And there on the Pala- 
tine hill he founded a city to which 
he gave his name. He died soon 
afterwards. 

Then Ham. with a son of Japhet 
and another individual named 
Carnes, who was there already, built 
another city called Janiculum on 
the Palatine hill. About that time, 
too, Nimrod came to Italy and built 
his city on the Capitol hill; then 
Hercules and Tibris and Evander 
and others, all founded cities within 
Roman territory on the famous sev- 
en hills. 

But the highest place of honor re- 
mained the Palatine, where Noah 
laid Rome's first foundations. 

It's just possible, of course, that 
this legend may have its origin in 
a monument in Nerva’s forum, 
which was still to be seen in the 
Middle ages and was known as 
Noah’s ark. But there — who are we 
to cast doubts? 


Certain Qualities Are 

Associated With Names 

We have a wonderful way of as- 
sociating certain qualities with cer- 
tain names. The name becomes 
fraught, not as the rose is fragrant, 
but as the clay is fragrant that has 
long lain with the rose. Two great 
newspapers took a vote as to the 
most popular name for a boy and 
the most popular name for a girl. 
And in the result the names of John 
and Mary hopelessly outdistanced 
all competitors. But why? There is 
nothing in the name of John or in 
that of Mary to account for such 
general attachment. Some names, 
like Lily, or Rose, or Violet, sug- 
gest beautiful images, and are loved 
on that account. How, then, are we 
to account for it? Long, long ago, on 
a green hill far away, there stood by 
the cross of Jesus His mother, and 
the disciple whom Jesus loved. And 
when Mary left that awful and trag- 
ic scene, she left it, as Jesus Him- 
self desired that she should leave it, 
leaning on the arm of John. And 
because these two were first in the 
human love of Jesus, their names 
have occupied a place of special 
fondness in the hearts of all men 
ever since. 


Britons Take to Tubs 

Evidence that the Englishman is 
| taking more baths is given in the 
current issue of the Geographical 
Review, official publication of the 
American Geographical society, 
which attributes a gradual increase 
in the use of water in England also 
to the fact that more automobiles 
are being washed in that country. 

The average Englishman uses 
about 35 gallons of water a day, 
Brysson Cunningham, author of the 
article, states, while the average 
American uses over 100 gallons go- 
ing, in some places, such as Chica- 
go, as high as 200 gallons. ‘‘There 
is a decidedly upward tendency in 
British use,” Mr. Cunningham 
wrote. “More water is required for 
baths and the washing of mo- 
tor cars. An increase is expected 
of 20 gallons a head within 20 
years.” Forty years from now some 
authorities believe the Englishman 
will be using as much as 80 gal- 
lons of water a day. 


Faith 

If man has in all ages had enough 
to encounter, there has, in most civ- 
ilized ages, been an inward force 
vouchsafed him. whereby the pres- 
sure of things outward might be 
withstood. Obstruction abounded; 
but faith also was not wanting. It 
is by faith that man removes moun- 
tains; while he had faith his limbs 
might be wearied with toiling, his 
back galled with bearing; but the 
heart within him was peaceable and 
resolved Faith gave him an in- 
ward willingness; a world of 
strength wherewith to confront a 
world of difficulty. The true wretch- 
edness is here; that the dirficulty 
remains and the strength be lost; 
that we have the labor and want 
the willingness. — Carlyle.

Why do so many people look upon 
green as an unlucky color? After all, 
it is the principal color in nature. 
And because of that, it has ac- 
quired its evil repute. In the early 
days of mankind, man saw evil 
spirits all round him. Almost every 
natural object was given supernat- 
ural powers. There were tree-gods 
and earth-gods. Green was the col- 
or of tree and grass and so was 
"sacred” to the gods that dwelt in 
them. If man dared to wear this 
co’or, he was risking the anger of 
the gods And out of that grew the 
legend that green was an unlucky 
color.

Water Commissioner Joseph Mur- 
ray has suggested to Mayor Childs that 
the Water Department should start 
work in the near future on the con- 
struction of a 12 inch water main to 
Oak Hill. The main would start at 
the pumping station at Upper Falls 
and be laid under Christina. Bernard, 
Wallace and Winchester sts. to a point 
opposite the Working Boys’ Home 
The distance would be 7300 feet, the 
cost about $36,500 and 35 men would 
be employed on the project for several 
months. Eventually it is planned to 
extend the main to Dedham st. Be- 
cause of the rapid growth of the Oak 
Hill section, a larger main is needed 
to provide adequate fire protection and 
ample pressure for household supply. 

Slight Increase 
In Newton Building 

During the month of August. 87 per 
mits were issued by the Newton Pub- 
lic Buildings Department with an es- 
timated value of work to be done 
of $335,967. This is an increase of 
about $31,000 over the amount of 
building started under permits issued 
in July, but $-10,000 less than the es- 
timated cost of work done under per 
mits issued in August of last year.

Need More Money 
For Welfare 


The appropriation* made for Wel- 
fare Relief and Soldiers' Aid in the 
annual budget on recommendations 
of Mayor Child” last spring have been 
exhausted and additional amounts will 
have to be appropriated at the next 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
on Monday night. September 12. The 
Mayor recommended $250,000 for wel- 
fare purposes in the budget and $55,- 
000 for soldiers' relief. The Finance 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen . 
contended that those amounts were' 
not sufficient and asked the Mayor! 
to increase his budget recommenda- 
tions. which he declined to do. As a 
result the Aldermen refused to com- 
ply with the recommendation of the 
Mayor that the city borrow $200,- 
000 on tax titles. 

In view of the fact that it has 
cost the city $250,000 for welfare re- 
lief in about 8 months of this year, 
it Is probable that it will require 
about $75,000 additional for this pur- 
pose for the balance of 1938. At the 
last meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men an additional appropriation of 
$3000 had to be made for soldiers' 
relief, and It is thought that $10,000 
more will be required before the 
end of the year.

Politicaliglit

As September 20th draws near the 
primary election campaigns swing in 
to the last ten days. The air is re- 
plete with radio broadcasts of many 
of the major candidates and interest 
is heightened. During the enrly eve- 
ning it is almost impossible to turn 
on the radio without hearing some 
candidate air his views on various 
problems or elucidate his qualifications 
for the office ho seeks. Along with 
the growing interest in politics comes 
the beginning of the Republican drive 
for raising funds to carry on the 
election campaign for the party dur- 
ing the next seven weeks. This drive, 
under the direction of Sinclair Weeks, 
former Mayor of Newton and former 
chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee and now chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee of t lint organization, 
seeks one hundred thousand contrib- 
utors and a million votes. Several 
thousands of party workers will aid 
in the solicitation of funds. Although 
business conditions in general may 
militate against a ready response to 
the appeal for funds the feeling of 
optimism that this is a Republican 
year should offset to a great extent 
this handicap. From all parts of the 
state come reports that indicate that 
the continuation of earnest efforts on 
the part of Republicans will bear fruit 
in November. 


Among the highlights of the political 
campaign ns far as local interest goes 
is the rndio broadcast of Mayor Ed- 
win O. Childs on Wednesday night 
in behalf of Leverett Saltonstall. pros- 
pective Republican nominee for gov- 
ernor. The broadcast helped to set 
at rest many rumors of the pnst 
few weeks that the popular Newton 
chief executive was not favorably in- 
clined to his fellow citizen. Most 
of these rumors were the result of 
efforts to induce Mayor Childs to be- 
come a candidate for that office early 
in the summer.

The uncertainty of life entered the 
local political arena this pnst ten days 
with the death of Maxham E. Nash 
of Framingham. Mr. Nash, a promi- 
nent attorney and former chairman 
of the Framingham Republican Town 
Committee, was the lone opponent of 
State Senator Arthur W. Hollis of 
Newton, for the Republican nomina- 
tion. Senator Hollis will have a Dem- 
ocratic opponent in Joseph Sleeper of 
Framingham hut as the district is 
normally Republican the veteran New- 
ton Senator should have little diffi- 
culty In being returned to office. 

The chief development of local poli- 
tical interest, however, was the meet- 
ing on Tuesday night conducted by the 
Republican City Committee at the 
Newton Library building. Twenty-six 
of the candidates to l»e voted upon in 
Newton attended. The purpose of the 
meeting was to acquaint members of 
the committee with the candidates, 
although many were present who were 
not members of the local Republican 
organization. Although Newton resi- 
dents are keenly interested In the 
campaign of their fellow townsman. 
Saltonstall. they were pleased to hear 
Richard Whitcomb and Frederick But- 
ler who attended the affair. The fire- 
works of the evening, however, were 
furnished by Robert Bradford, candi- 
date for the nomination us District At- 
torney of Middlesex County, and his op- 
ponent. the present D. A.. Warren L. 
Bishop. Bradford flayed Bishop's con- 
duct of the office, his selection of a 
“hand-picked investigating bureau of 
amateur detectives,” which he claimed 
cost the county $40,000. and generally 
criticised other of Bishop's actions. 
Bishop defended his record, related his 
efforts in capturing Simpson, slayer of 
two Newton policemen, and stated 
that, formerly a Democrat, he left that 
party on a moral issue when the Bos- 
ton police strike was defended in the 
Democratic party platform. 

Newton citizens were also interested 
in the candidates for the County Com- 
missionership. Four of the seven can- 
didates were present. They were State 
Senator Thomas H. Braden of Lowell, 
former Senators Charles C. Warren 
of Arlington and Charles H. Brown of 
Medford and Ernest J. Chisholm, also 
of Medford. The three first named are 
perhaps the best known. About two- 
thirds of the county vote is within ten 
or fifteen miles of Boston and thus it 
is clear that unless Braden is able to 
make considerable headway in this 
area, victory will probably go to either 
Warren or Brown. However, several 
favorite son- are also in the field so 
that the outcome In definitely a toss- 
up. Braden, being second in the list 
of candidates, has some advantage 
over the field in this respect but ex- 
Senator Warren, at the bottom of the 
list, apparently Is conducting a more 
efficient and better organized cam- 
paign. Mr. Warren points out that in | 
Ids fifteen years of service In the 
House and Senate, he has had numer- 
ous opportunities to serve Newton in- 1 
terests. Among these opportunities I 
was the i '•issuance of Boston Elevated 
bonds to the extent of $12,400,000. He 
also points out that (lie redistricliug j 
of tin* House of Representatives, to he 
done next year, is a major factor in 
tlie dcsirubility of electing a compe- 
tent Republican to the County Com- 1 
missionership.

Although 
Dr. Seth Arnold, opposing Brooks for 
the nomination, has made some head- 
way in his campaign and hns gath- 
ered some support from some of the 
younger Republican voters and lead- 
ers, no valid reason hns yet appeared 
as to nny real necessity for replacing 
the courageous and vigorous Brooks. 
In the present campaign Mr. Brooks 
has the added advantages of being a 
candidate for re-nomination and of ap- 
pearing first on the ballot in this con- 
test. 

Turning to the contests for the Re- 
publican nominations for Representa- 
tives from the two districts of New- 
ton the chief interest centres in the 
5th Middlesex district wherein Repre- 
sentatives Douglass B. Francis and 
Clarence S. Luitwieler are being op- 
posed by two well-known aldermen, 
Paul B. Goddard and John Temperley. 
The outcome of this contest is almost 
unpredictable with each one of the 
four having a chance at being one of 
the two nominees. Representative 
Francis, being first on the ballot, has 
an advantage which, together with 
an excellent record in his first term 
as a member of the Legislature, should 
make his return to office almost a 
certainty. Should he run third In 
the contest it would be a decided up- 
set. This possibility, although un- 
likely, could only occur through the 
“bulletlng” of many voters for one 
of the other three candidates. Chief 
interest in the contest lies in the out- 
come of Representative Luitwieler’s 
efforts to return to the Legislature 
for another term. It Is generally 
known that a number of Mr. Luit- 
wieler’s closest friends and associates 
have endeavored to Induce him to re- 
tire hut like many political office- 
holders he believes that he will be 
renominated. Alderman Goddard hns n 
widespread acquaintanceship in the 
three wards. 4. 5 and 6, comprising 
the district and is making his first 
venture into a wider political arena 
Alderman Temperley, who ran third 
among seven candidates two years 
ago, has some indication of his 
strength at the polls but whether he 
has gained over two years ago <?r 
whether some of his strength of two 
years ago will go to Alderman God- 
dard remains to be seen. The outcome 
depends entirely on the extent of the 
reputed loss which Representative 
Luitwieler will suffer— If any.

Around Labor Day the attitude of 
the candidates towards labor was duti- 
fully expressed. On the Democratic 
side Governor Hurley cited his efforts 
in having legislation enacted under 
which employee contributions towards 
unemployment compensation were 
eliminated for a year and also pro- 
claimed his intention of calling a spe- 
cial session of the legislature to take 
cure of unemployment and relief should 
present conditions continue. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Curley severely and bitterly 
denounced the present Governor's at- 
titude towards labor as Insincere and 
stated that many thousands put to 
work under Governor Curley were 
forced to join the ranks of the un- 
employed by Governor Hurley. Inci- 
dentally tho ex-Governor apparently 
viewed the success of candidates in 
other states with interest by emulat- 
ing tlie Texan nominee with his hill- 
hilly hand by having a harmonica baud 
accompany him to his rallies und by 
eyeing the California Senatorial $30 
per week campaign for aged, by an- 
nouncing his intention of putting into 
effect a $40 month fiat allotment for 
old-age assistance. Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Kelly made an appeal for tlie 
labor vote by announcing that through 
his personal efforts and a trip to Wash- 
ington that he lmd averted a threat- 
ened reduction of 20,000 WPA work- 
ers. 

On the Republican side Leverett 
Saltonstall called attention to tlie 
fact that he was not ns unfriendly 
to labor as ills Democratic opponents 
claimed. In tills connection lie told 
of labor legislation which had been 
enacted during his leadership in the 
House of Representatives and of many 
friendly conferences tliut had been 
held in the Speaker's office with la- 
bor representatives. Candidate Whit - 
comb made a plea for closer co-opera- 
tion between labor and capital and 
urged the promotion of Jobs in private 
industry. 

Tin* Democratic contest for Lieuten- 
ant Governor bus narrowed down ap- 
parently to a tWH-mnn fight between 


the ballot if the eastern candi- 
dates cut into each other to a great 
extent. 


The Republican contest for second 
place on the ballot, is still a free-for- 
all, with Robert G. Wilson. Jr., of 
Boston, gaining the most headway in 
an effort to overtake tho three lead- 
ers. Speaker Horace T. Cahill. Charles 
P. Howard and former Judge Kenneth 
Johnson. Former Stute Treasurer 
John W. Haigis. defeated candidate 
for Governor and Lieut. Governor in 
the past four years, went on the air In 
a broadcast for Johnson, a strong 
Haigis supporter in former years. Al- 
though this effort may have strength- 
ened tlie Johnson cause, most politi- 
cians are Inclined to doubt the abili- 
ty of any politician to swing wide- 
spread support of his own to another 
candidate. The Cahill candidacy re- 
ceived a boost this week through Bob 
Washburn’s appraisal of the Brain- 
tree man's career in his column in the 
Boston Transcript. Among other 
things. Mr. Washburn stated that Mr. 
Cahill was a good man for the Repub- 
lican party although he carefully re- 
frained front writing any definite in- 
dication of support, having given 
similar columns to Johnson and other 
candidates. Although tlie Cahill can- 
dlduey is based largely upon the qual- 
ifications of tho man for the Job, many 
of those politically Inclined see an 
added advantage to the Republican 
party in having a Saltonntull-CuhiU 
ticket in tlie November cumpaign. 
However, tho majority of Republi- 
cans are of Yankee stock and for no 
reason at all are perhups more likely 
to vote for unother candidate. Mr. 
Howard also gained added impetus in 
his final drive towards victory in an 
endorsement by ex-Oovernor Alvun T, 
Fuller. As in the Haigis for Johnson 
cuso, however, the endorsement may 
not count for as much us at first it 
might Heem. Anyone’s prediction on 
tile outcome of tills contest would lie 
a pure guess and it most assuredly 
will not lie known until tlie votes are 
counted. 



A week from next Tuesday, on 
Sept. 20. the Primary Election will 
ho held and in many cases the win- 
ning of either a Republican or Demo- 
cratic nomination is equivalent to 
election. So, It is Just ns important 
for voters to participate in the pri- 
mary election as it Is for them to go 
to tho polls at the election in Novem- 
ber. 

In tlie contests for the Republican 
nominations for the four Representa- 
tives from Newton to the State Legis- 
lature, that in the 5th Middlesex Dis- 
trict, which comprises Wards 4. 5 and 
6. is much more interesting tiiun tho 
contest in tlie 4th Middlesex District 
which includes Wards 1, 2, 3 and 7. In 
the latter district it is more than prob- 
able that the two present Representa- 
tives. William B. Baker of West New- 
ton and Warren K. Brimblecom of 
Newtonville, will again receive the 
nominations. Both hnvo voted con- 
sistently with the majority of their 
Republican colleagues In the Legisla- 
ture and both received the endorse- 
ment of the Massachusetts Federation 
of Taxpayers' Associations. Robert 
G. Lawrence, a young Newtonville 
lawyer. Is the other candidate for one 
of the two nominations in the 4th 
District. 

In the 5th Middlesex District there 
are four candidates for the two nomi- 
nations. Two of them are the present 
incumbents — Douglas Francis of New- 
ton Centre and Clarence Luitwieler of 
Newton Highlands. The others are 
John Temperley of Newton Upper 
Falls and Paul Goddard of Newton 
Centre, both members of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen. Mr. Francis has 
completed his first two-year term in 
tho Legislature and like Mr. Bnker 
and Mr. Brimblecom also received the 
endorsement of the Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciations. So did Mr. Luitwieler. ex- 
cept on one vote, that on referring the 
matter of biennial sessions of tlie 
Legislature to a referendum. There 
is a belief, however, among a consid- 
erable percentage of tlie voters in the 
5th District that Mr. Luitwieler should 
not be a candidate again. He is in his 
77th year and has served in the Legis- 
lature for 14 years. Unless a man has 
achieved unusual distinction in pub- 
lic life, and is in line for higher poli- 
tical preferment. 14 years is more than 
enough. John Temperley has been a 
member of the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen for the past 11 years and al- 
though frequently in tlie minority on 
matters which have come before the 
Board, he has gained a reputation for 
honesty and independence which won 
him repeated reelections in the face 
of strong opposition. Paul Goddard 
is serving his fifth year as a member 
of the Board of Aldermen and has 
been a capable and competent mem- 
ber of the City Government. 


Wednesday night we listened on the

It will ho remembered that the 
application for free delivery was at 
first refused, and that then Postmas- 
ter Morgan asked Mr. C. B. Coffin to 
write to Congressman Burnett, who 
is a personal friend of his. to see 
if something could not be done. Mr. 
Coffin is always in favor of doing 
anything that will benefit Newton, 
and wrote to Mr. Burnett, putting the 
case as strongly as the facts would 
warrant. Immediately Mr. Burnett 
went to see Postmaster General Dick- 
inson and his efforts succeeded in! 
having the matter reconsidered. Con- 
gressman Burnett is the first Repre- 
sentative this District has had for 
years who seems to take nny interest 
in Newton. 


In the Newton police court tlie past 
week there have been 16 cases; 1) 
for intoxication, 2 for assault, 2 for 
disturbing the peace, 1 for threat- 
ening bodily harm, and one for being 
a suspicious person. 


Tlie question which is agitating Up- 
per Falls people at present is— "Is tlie 
barge to run to Newton High School 
as formerly?"

The proprietor 
of the barge, Mr. J. B. Newell, pro- 
poses to run it a week on trial, and 
if there Ib sufficient patronage to war- 
rant him continuing it. he will do 
so at tho rate of $3.75 per month 
for each pupil, which is less than it 
would cost the pupils on the railroad 
cars, and the walk at the end of the 
route Is avoided. 


At the meeting of the Board of Health 
on Tuesday afternoon Agent French 
reported relative to n tenement at New 
ton Highlands where cistern water Is 
used. He found the water clear and 
free from odor, hut two previous ten- 
ants had typhoid fever. Dr. Frlsbee 
said the water might be Impure, though 
clear, and suggested that a small 
quantity he taken from the cistern 
for analysis. 


radio to the speech of Mayor Edwin 
O. Childs broadcast by Station WBZ. 
The topic of the Mayor’s address was:* 
"What I Know About Saltonstall.’’ 
Many residents of Newton listened to 
tho speech with added interest because 
of the fact that several months ago 
when the "Saltonstall for Governor” 
club was organized in Newton, tho 
Mayor was asked to serve as honor- 
ary chairman, and declined. At that 
time there was talk thnt Mr. Childs 
might he a candidate for Governor 
himself, and it was also rumored that 
he might throw his support to John 
Haigis had the lntter been a can- 
didate. However, Mr. Saltonstall 
should he well satisfied with the eul- 
ogy on him given by Mr. Childs on 
[Wednesday night. The Mayor was pro- 
fuse in extolling Mr. Saltonstall and 
his speech was replete with familiar 
Childs’ aphorisms. The laudations be- 
stowed by the Mayor on the distin- 
guished resident of Chestnut Hill cer- 
tainly should add to the number of 
votes Mr. Saltonstall will receive on 
Sept. 20. 

Tho total of the water bills sent out 
the first of this month for the quarter 
ending August 31, 1038, is $8000 less 
than the total for the corresponding 
period in 1937. This does not mean 
hat Newton residents took fewer baths 
during the past summer than they did 
a year ago, but it was a result of the 
unusually wet weather we had laBt 
July. Instead of using large quantities 
of water wetting lawns and gardens in 
July, there was so much rain that 
month that the use of garden hose 
was not necessary. 


The writer is more than ordinarily 
interested in Boyd Park Playground 
because 10 yeafs ago while a member 
of the Board of Aldermen we started 
to work for the filling in of that area 
and its development into a real play- 
ground. Two years later Mayor Weeks 
co-operated and the playground there 
became a reality. So, we believe that 
the youths who deliberately destroyed 
the shelter at that playground on the 
evening of Sept. 1 by pulling it down, 
either should be made to reimburse 
the city for the cost of the structure 
or should he brought into court and 
prosecuted. All those involved are 
old enough to know better and when 
they indulge in such an act of van- 
dalism, they should be punished. Boyd 
Park has to a degree been neglected. 
At the South end of the park an area 
was set off as n play space for small- 
er children. Young trees and shrubs 
were planted at this area. During the 
past Summer larger boys have been 
permitted to use this area with the 
resultant destruction of the little trees 
and the shrub, s. We hope that with the 
planned erection of a new school 
adjoining the playground that the lat- 
ter will he better cared for and po- 
liced. 


Many Newton residents who drive 
to places on Cape Cod and South- 
ern Massachusetts use Green Lodge 
rd. in Canton from Route 128 to 
Route 13S at Ponkapoag. There is a 
large volume of traffic over this nar- 
row road which is about 1»A miles 
in length. The condition of Green 
Lodge rji. has been growing increas- 
ingly bad for several years until now 
it is actually dangerous. The State 
should take measures to compel tho 
Town of Canton to resurface the road, 
or more properly the State should 
make this stretch of Green Lodge rd. 
a State Highway, and widen it. 


Several times in recent years we 
have called attention to tho need 
of a high, wire fence around the old 
cemetery at Centre and Cotton sts. 
to protect that hallowed area where 
early settlers of Newton were burled. 
Formerly thinly settled, the area about 
tho cemetery has been rapidly devel- 
oped for homo sites the past several 
years and there has been a resultant 
increase in trespassing by boys at 
tho old burying ground. Colonial 
headstones have been broken and dam- 
aged. tombs have been desecrated. 
Last May Alderman Colby offered a 
resolution at a meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen asking the Mayor to tnke 
steps to have a fence erected sur- 
rounding tlie cemetery, nnd tlie burial 
place given proper attention. We were 
informed last year by a member of 
the D. A. R. that tho Mnyor had 
promised a couple of years ago lo 
properly safeguard the old cemetery. 
But nothing hns been done. 

Wo asked Mr. J. J. Sullivan, a New- 
ton fence builder to inform us ns to 
the cost of erecting n wire fence 
around tho cemetery. Ho states that 
a 6 foot, unclimhahlo wire fence, 1400 
feet In length, can ho built around 
tlie cemetery, and that necessary gates 
can bo installed, all for less than 
$1500. Is It not about time that this 
work ho done? Tlie only visible mem- 
ory of Newton’s Colonial residents is 
entitled to respectful perpetuation 
when such a small amount Is needed 
to assure it.

House Party At 

Chestnut Hill 


The second party staged in recent

A few years ago at a fashionable 
summer resort a friendly mongrel was 
the pet of all the children who played 
on a dock down by the water front 
One day a youngster who couldn’t 
swim toppled off into the water. 
Quickly the dog dived to the rescue 
and towed the scared child to shore 
unharmed. 

Honors galore In the form of choice 
tidbits of food and much petting were 
bestowed upon the dog by the grateful 
parents of the child and his play- 
mates. But a week after his thrilling 
rescue people began to forget and 
the number of gifts began to diminish. 

I'he situation was quickly grasped 
by the dog. To remedy it he started 
to push unmindful children off the 
dock and then jump in and tow them 
ashore. His canine brain evolved the 
logical theory that if human beings 
applauded his first rescue by food 
gifts, more rescues would bring more 
food and petting. So frequent did 
his self-made rescues become that it 
became necessary to confine the dog 
to his master’s home for the remain- 
der of the summer.

Dogs will often develop a dryness 
of the skin and hair, resulting in 
the appearance of branlike greyish- 
white scales in the coat. This condi- 
tion is commonly called dandruff or 
scurf. 

A thorough washing once a week 
with a coal-tar soap, plus a vigorous 
daily brushing will usually correct this 
condition. In extremely stubborn 
cases the following routine might be 
employed twice weekly. Into a gal- 
lon of warm water pour two handfuls 
of fine oatmeal and two ounces of 
glycerine. Mix well and thoroughly 
rub into the dog’s skin, carefully dry 
ing him afterwards. If convenient add 
the beaten yolks of from two to six 
eggs to the mixture. When rinsing 
the animal before drying put a small 
amount of borax in the rinsing water 
A good brushing of the coat dally is 
very Important in every case and In 
most instances is all that is necessary.

Politicalight 

By THE EDITOR 


Republicans 

The primary campaign comes down 
tho home stretch and next Tuesday 
Republican voters will select the can- 
didates who will carry on into the No- 
vember election the determined bat- 
tle to return Massachusetts to the 
Republican column. A brief re- 
sume of the contests for the various 
offices is contained in the following 
paragraphs: 

The Governorship 

Since former Speaker Leverett Sal- 
tonstall announced his candidacy for 
the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor several months ago he has been 
conducting an efficient, well-organized 
campaign which has brought him in 
personal contact with thousands of 
voters throughout the state. These 
voters, many of them previously in- 
clined to believe that he could not 
bo elected, have come to know Sal- 
tonstall as the “real” fellow he is. He 
has studiously refrained from person- 
alities and criticism of his opponents. 
Sincerity and integrity is his cam- 
paign slogan and there has never been 
any question of his ability. It is not 
difficult to predict that Saltonstall 
will easily capture the nomination and 
it is believed by many that his total 
vote may exceed the combined vote 
of his three opponents, Richard Whit- 
comb. Frederick Butler and William 
McMasters. 

The Lieutenant Governorship 

This contest between six candidates 
for tho nomination is perhaps the most 
interesting on the G. O. P. state-wide 
ticket. Charles P. Howard and Hor- 
ace T. Cahill are expected to come 
down the home stretch in a close race 
with ex- Judge Kenneth D. Johnson, 
Boston City Councillor Robert Gardi- 
ner Wilson. Jr., former Mayor Dewey 
G. Arcliambault and Belmont Select- 
man J. Watson Flett dividing the re- 
mainder of the vote, with Johnson 
and Wilson probable third place con- 
tenders. Howard probably has a 
slight advantage at present with en- 
dorsements of Ex-Gov. Fuller, Gen. 
Daniel Needham and numerous other 
prominent persons. There is no ques- 
tion of his ability to fill the position. 
Speaker Cahill’s ability is unques- 
tioned, also and there are many who 
believe that he has earned the undy- 
ing gratitude of voters and taxpayers 
by the victorious fight against extrava- 
gant expenditure for roads which was 
sought by Governor Hurley in the long 
legislative session this past summer. 
These Cahill adherents point out that 
his leadership and the setback admin- 
istered to the Governor saved Mass- 
achusetts from going the way of the 
New Deal in the expenditure of pub- 
lic funds. 

Secretary of State 

As previously noted in these col- 
umns, Secretary of State Frederic W. 
Cook is unopposed for the Republi- 
can nomination and will again be 
among the Republican standard bear- 
ers in the November election. 

Treasurer 

William E. Hurley will undoubtedly 
be renominated for the position he has 
filled so ably for the past two years. 
His opposition from John J. Hurley 
of Revere and Alonzo B. Cook of Bos- 
ton can be regarded as practically neg- 
ligible. 

Auditor 

Russell A. Wood. Republican nom- 
inee of two years ago, should win 
handily from Carl D. Goodwin of Bos- 
ton although the latter may poll a sur- 
prisingly large number of votes be- 
cause of the similarity of his name with 
that of Frank L. Goodwin, registrar of 
motor vehicles and former candidate 
for state-wide office. 

Attorney General 

Although Clarence A. Barnes of 
Mansfield probably has a commanding 
lead over Howe Coolidge Amee of 
Cambridge, the latter may be success- 
ful in taking the nomination. As a 
Cambridge resident for many years he 
claims that he has the opportunity to 
prove that Attorney General Paul A. 
Dever can be beaten. The third can- 
didate, Frank F. Walters, a former 
Boston policeman, is believed to have 


Democrats 

Chief local interest in the Demo- 
cratic nominations are concerned with 
the contests for governor, lieutenant 
governor nnd congressman from the 
ninth district. As the campaigns come 
into the final week-end with the fur 
flying, many allegations are being 
hurled at one another. There are also 
many claims of victory in the same 
contests and, of course, as but only one 
candidate can be the victor, the truth 
will not be revealed until the votes 
are counted. 

The Governorship 

There are two keys to the result of 
tlie four-cornered contest for this Dem- 
ocratic nomination. The first is 
whether or not Lieutenant Govenor 
Francis E. Kelly will poll enough 
votes to prevent ex-Governor Curley 
from capturing the nomination. Tho 
second key is whether or not the New 
Deal support, which is apparently be- 
coming a greater factor in the ex- 
Mayor, ex-Congressman Richard M. 
Russell’s campaign, will swing enough 
votes from Gov. Hurley to give Mr 
Curley the edge. It is generally con- 
ceded that tills race will be close 
with Gov. Hurley enjoying a slight and 
none too comfortable lead. Frequent 
remarks are being heard that Mr. Rus- 
sell should not be sold short. The cor- 
rect answer could probably be found 
if it were known how great tho anti- 
Hurley sentiment is and whether or 
not it will go in the main to any one of 
the other three candidates. If it 1 h 
split to any great extent it will mean 
Gov. Hurley's renomination. 

The Lieutenant Governorship 

General opinion seems to be that this 
contest lies between Joseph C. White 
and James H. Brennan, both of Bos- 
ton. With Councillor Edward T. Col- 
lins of Springfield and Mayor William 
P. Yoerg of Holyoke probably dividing 
much of the vote in the western 
part of the state, it does not seem 
possible that either has sufficient 
strength to cut into the huge Boston 
vote in which former Rep. Alexander 
F. Sullivan will also figure. 

Congressman. Ninth District 

Although there are five candidates 
in this field chances of victory are 
given to but two, former Alderman 
Dennis M. Cronin of Newton and 
Thomas H. Eliot of Cambridge. Eliot, 
a grandson of former Pres. Charles 
W. Eliot of Harvard and a son of 
Rev. Samuel Eliot, has waged a well- 
conducted campaign. His success 
among his fellow Democrats in a pri- 
mary contest will probably be the 
result of his friendly affiliations with 
the national administraton as a co- 
author of the Social Security Act. He 
has been endorsed locally by some 
members of the Newton Democratic 
City Committee. Alderman Cronin has 
worked diligently on an organization 
which he counts heavily upon. He 
has active units in every part of the 
district. The outcome is a toss-up at 
the present time. An interesting angle 
to the campaign which may be a de- 
ciding factor in the final analysis is 
that many Democrats feel that Mr. 
Eliot would have a better chance of 
defeating the Republican nominee than 
would Mr. Cronin. 

Local interest is also taken in the 
campaign of James P. Aikens for Gov- 
ernor’s Council in the third district. 
In the sixth councillor district, which 
comprises that part of Middlesex 
County from Somerville to Lowell one 
of fifteen candidates Is Walter A. 
Hodgdon, former Newton alderman 
and unsuccessful candidate for mayor. 
He is a resident of Newton with a 
business in Somerville and under the 
State constitution does not have to 
live in the district to be a candidatp. 

Robert J. Allen of Newton and Al- 
fred R. Guzzi of West Newton, un- 
opposed candidates for Representative 
in the Ith Middlesex district are as- 
sured of the nominations. 


Want WPA to 
Remove Road 
WPA Built 


A recommendation of the Newton 
Playground Commission that a road- 
way constructed at tho Auburndalo 
Playground as a WPA project, now 
be removed by WPA workers, lias met 
with tho approval of Mayor Childs, 
and he has asked the Board of Aider- 
men to appropriate $1700 in connec- 
tion with tills plan. Recently control 
of certain land in tho playground area 
was transferred from the Metropolitan 
District Commission to the City of 
Newton. While the Met. District Com- 
mission had supervision of this area, 
it had a roadway built so that the 
Metropolitan policemen could drive 
their cars into the area. The road 
was built about a year ago, and the 
city resumed control of the area last 
June. Now, the Playground Commis- 
sion of Nowton wants the large quan- 
tities of gravel used in building the 
road removed, 22.000 square feet of 
land purchased from the nearby Cun- 
ningham estate for $2200, 1700 cubic 
yards of loam taken from this land 
to resurface the playground where the 
rondway was loented, and the remain- 
ing $2500 of the $1700 appropriation 
used for incidentals. Persons residing 
near the playground have presented a 
petition stating that the roadway 
marred tho natural beauty of the area, 
and requesting that the road be re- 
moved and the playground restored 
to its former appearance.

O. M. Hun- 
toon of 17 Maple rd. nnd John F. 
Brown of 350 Central st. also objected. 
James Patterson of 338 Central st. 
said he bought his home there 20 
years ago expecting the neighborhood 
would remain a single residence sec- 
tion. He said that most persons 
had to live in a two family residence 
section when they are first married 
and that he had to do so. but when 
people can reside in a single residence 
neighborhood, they do not want to see 
such a district change into a two 
family neighborhood. A letter from 
the Winter Hill Savings Bank favor- 
ing Miss Roche’s petition brought a 
statement from Mr. Patterson that 
the attitude of this outsider is all 
the more reason the neighbors should 
object to the change. Alderman Ba- 
con asked for a showing of hands of 
those opposed and sixteen persons 
registered objections. 

Following the public hearing the 
Claims and Rules Committee held a 
meeting and voted unanimously to r»v 
port adversely on the petition. The 
Board of Aldermen accepted the re- 
port of the committee.

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Football Team 

To Open Friday 


The Newton High School football 
team opens the 1938 season next Fri- 
day afternoon at Russell Field. North 
Cambridge against the ex-striking 
Cambridge High and Latin School 
eleven. The Newton eleven will be 
inaugurating the defence of the Sub- 
urban league title which it has held 
for the past two years. 

Coach Ralph M. Sanborn of the 
Newton team has had a large squad 
of boys working out for the past ten 
days. The varsity group numbered 
over a hundred on Monday of this 
week following three practice ses- 
sions last week prior to the opening 
of school. Two cuts in the varsity 
squad have been made with Coach 
Sanborn and his assistants. Evan R. 
Johnson and Charles Considine now 
working with a squad of fifty-three 
juniors and seniors. ' 

Six lettermen. veterans of the 1937 
eleven, form the nucleus of the varsity 
squad. These six are Co-captains Bob 
Liming at centre and Johnny Fitz- 
gerald in the backfleld, Arthur Hughes 
and Joe Paglia, ends. Gino Castoldi. 
tackle and George Hutchings, guard. 

Material for the line and backfleld 
is about average and in the case with 
all Newton football teams the early 
season material is green. Many of 
the backfleld candidates are of good 
size and show considerable promise. 
Along with Fitzgerald, a triple threat 
back, the A backfleld comprises Tom 
Powers, a bucking back. Walter Hur- 
ley. a blocking back, and Billy Pescoso- 
lido who may get the berth as the 
first string wingback. He suffered a 
bruised cheekbone on Wednesday but 
will probably be In shape for the 
opening game. Another likely looking 
back is Rezutti. a jayvee last year. 
Still other promising backfleld candi- 
dates are Jack Holden. Garland. Flagg, 
diminutive Dominic Antonellis. Jack 
Thomas. Don Ashley. Fred Hall. 
Brooks Heath. Terento. Howard Thom- 
as. Fawson. Alexander Skene. Bobby 
Hines, a younger brother of Newton’s 
noted "Bud." Pollard, a transfer from 
Santa Fe. New Mexico, and Olivigni. 
a basketball player. 

The remainder of the squad Is com- 
prised of ten tackles, nine ends, nine 
guards and four centres. 


At a hearing held by the Newton 
Board of Health on Wednesday night 
on a new petition of the trustees of 
Holyhood and St. Joseph’s Cemeteries 
for a permit to use part of the Est/ 
farm at Oak Hill for an addition to St. 
Joseph's Cemetery, residents of Oak 
Hill again protested. Henry S. Cum- 
mings. as spokesman for the Oak Hill 
Improvement Association, presented a 
lengthy objection which gave a num- 
ber of arguments why the cemetery 
should not be established in Oak Hill. 
Others who spoke In opposition were 
Charles R. Davis, president of the 
Oak Hill Improvement Association, 
and Wendell R. Mick. 

Joseph W. Carroll of Belmont, ap- 
pearing for the trustees of Holyhood 
and St. Joseph's Cemeteries, spoke in 
favor of the petition. He stated that 
in July the Health Department of 
Boston had granted a permit for the 
use of land in West Roxbury. abutting 
the Esty farm, for use as a cemetery. 
He quoted health experts who have 
stated that the proposed cemetery will 
not be a health menace and will not 
endanger Newton's water supply. 
James P. Esty. who owns the land In 
question, refuted Cummings’ conten- 
tion that his land has been flooded, 
by telling the members of the Board 
of Health that even during the exces- 
sive rains of last July the land had not 
been flooded, as alleged by Cummings. 

Among the arguments included in 
Mr. Cummings’ objections to the cem- 
etery were: that the Esty Farm reach- 
es an altitude of 44 feet within a half 
mile of the river and slopes sufficiently 
to offer concern over surface water 
purity. That the gravel pit operations 
seriously impaired the character of the 
property for burial purposes; that 
some of the area is close to low land 
which is flooded by the river, and that 
surface water from the proposed cem- 
etery would enter the river and endan- 
ger the health of boys who swim near 
Kenrick Bridge. That an indirectly 
health menace — that of mental distress 
— will be caused in allowing the ceme- 
tery to be located in Oak Hill, inas- 
much as the taxpayers burden will be 
increased because the city will be de- 
prived of taxable property. Property 
values will suffer and people will lose 
faith in the zoning ordinance. It is a 
distinctly depressing prospect to have 
such a lovely corner of Newton a home 
for funeral processions every day in 
the year. There are large areas closer 
to the cemetery and adjoining the Jew- 
ish Cemetery in West Roxbury which 
the Oak Hill protestants consider aiore 
desirable and suitable for the pro- 
posed addition to St. Joseph’s Ceme- 
tery and which are located outside 
of Newton. That the district is zoned 
for single residences and it is impos- 
sible for a business enterprise such as 
a cemetery to intrude under the exist- 
ing zoning law.

Powers’ Paragraphs 
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The hydrangeas are especially beau- 
tiful this year. 

The horrible accident nt Oxford on 
Tuesday morning when n large bus 
hound from New York to Boston 
crashed head-on into a huge trailor- 
truck numbered among its victims a 
Nonnntum woman, the mother of seven 
children. Many of us wonder why 
such accidents do not occur more fre- 
quently when the speed nt which 
these huge interstate busses go is con- 
sidered In order to maintain tlieir 
schedules the operators of these buss- 
es must travel nt 50 to 60 miles per 
hour, not only in daylight, but dur- 
ing the darkness of tho night. Public 
highways were never intended for ve- 
hicles of such a size, traveling nt such 
speed. Not only are tho passengers 
in these busses endangered, but also 
tho lives of persons riding on high- 
ways in automobiles. Within the past 
few days another interstate bus wns 
involved In a fatal accident on the 
Boston to Portland highway. 

Newspaper accounts of the accident 
nt Oxford stated that detachments of 
Stnto Police were rushed to the scene 
from the Brookfield. Holden and North 
Grafton barracks. We believe that if 
more Massachusetts State Police reg- 
ularly patrolled our State Highways, 
there would he fewer accidents on 
them. In contrast to the scarcity of 
State Police observed on the principal 
state highways of Massachusetts, is 
the frequency with which one sees 
State Policemen on Route 1 in Rhode 
Island nnd between Portsmouth and 
Portland In Maine. Rhode Island 
has signs along its State Highways 
limiting the rate of speed at which 
motor vehicles may travel, and be- 
cause the highways are well patrolled, 
these speed limits are obeyed. The 
speeds range from 20 and 25 miles 
through towns nnd villages to 40 and 
45 miles in open country, with 45 
miles ns tlie limit. In Massachusetts 
no speed limits are defined along the 
Stnte Highways, with the result that 
passenger cars, buses nnd trucks are 
operated at speeds of 60 and 70 miles 
per hour. This State could well emu- 
late Rhode Island, both as to speed 
limits, nnd efficient patrolling of its 
highways. 


There are seemingly more candi- 
dates for various State and County of- 
fices at the coming primary election 
than ever before in the history of 
Massachusetts. And tlie interesting 
thing is that so many of them appar- 
ently have such large campaign funds 
that hundreds of billboards, thousands 
of posters, letters and circulars by the 
thousands are being used or mailed 
in their behalf, and costly radio broad- 
casts are being paid for by the can- 
didates. or by someone who is set- 
tling the hills. Many persons are won- 
dering where the money for all these 
campaign expenses is coming from? 
Especially for the campaign expenses 
of those candidates who possess little 
or no money themselves, nnd who are 
running for political jobs which pay 
salaries that do not seem to warrant 
the outlay of so much money in the 
effort to become elected — or even 
nominated for such offices. 


Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt is an ex- 
tremely energetic woman who has 
many and varied activities. But none 
will gain for her more respect than 
tho one which has taken her time for 
the past several weeks — that of a lov- 
ing mother, solicitous for her eldest 
son whose life has been hanging in 
the bn in nee. 

Our paragraph regarding the reck- 
less speed at which interstate busses 
are operated was written before we 
read a similar criticism from Regis- 
trar of Motor Vehicles Goodwin in 
the Boston newspapers. We were not 
much impressed at Mr. Goodwin’s 
statement. He has been Registrar for 
many years and during most of that 
time there have been frequent criti- 
cisms of the dangerous speeds at which 
interstate busses travelled in Massa- 
chusetts. Why did not Mr. Goodwin and 
the various State Directors of Public- 
Safety luk<* action before? Will the 
bus companies be compelled to oper- 
ate their vehicles at reasonable speeds 
in the future? We doubt it. 

Tin* action of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night in reject- 
ing Mayor Childs' appointment of Wil- 
liam E. Earle as Street Commissioner 
by u vote of 19 to 1 was one of the 
worst rebuff's the Mayor has received 
in his many years as Chief Executive 
°t this city. The almost unanimous 
vet*- of the Aldermen in refusing to 
confirm Mr. Earle should not he taken 
as any reflection on that gentleman’s 
character. Only two members of the 
present Hoard of Aldermen served in 
that body when Mr. Earle was an Al- 
dermun, President Floyd and John 
Temperley, so most of tin* Aldermen 
do not know Mr. Earle personally. In 
our opinion, which is not based on con- 
jecture. many of tho Aldermen believe 
that the position should have been 
given lo Charles J. McCarthy who wn s

Streets by Mayor Childs following tlie 
death of Supt . « Iharles Mahonej it is 
also tlie belief of the writer that Mr. 
McCarthy should have been the ap- 
pointee. He lias b. :: an employee of 
the Newton Street Department for 45 
years, a Division Foreman for 24 
years, and hns an intimate knowledge 
of all branches of the work done by 
the department. It is a logical argu- 
ment that one so experienced is en- 
titled to promotion, both from tho 
standpoint of efficiency, and to main- 
tain the morale of (lie department. 

We have known Mr. Earle since our 
boyhood and have enjoyed his friend- 
ship. We served with him on the 
Board of Aldermen. We believe he is 
capable, honest and sincere — a man of 
high character. Unlike some of the 
Aldermen, we believe that Mr. Earle 
would competently serve ns Street 
Commissioner even though he lias not 
been in the employ of tlie Street De- 
partment. Like Water Commissioner 
Murray, also a former Alderman, Mr. 
Earle served for u number of years ns 
chairman of the Public Works Com- 
mission. and thus obtained consider- 
able knowledge regarding the Street 
Department. When Mr. Murray was 
appointed Water Commissioner, by 
Mayor Weeks, criticisms were made 
that he was not qualified. But he has 
proved himself to in* a capable head 
of the Water Department and has won 
the praise of the present Board of 
Aldermen. 

In our opinion. Mayor Childs can 
end an embarrassing situation and do 
the proper thing by appointing Mr. 
McCarthy to the position he is now 
filling temporarily. 


Recently we commented in this col- 
umn that the repeated suggestions we 
have made the past few years — that 
improved sidewalks lie constructed 
in Newton as WPA projects, seemed to 
he bearing fruit. Harold Young, liai- 
son officer for the City of Newton with 
the WPA has acted on our suggestion 
and has taken this matter up with 
the Mayor, and conferred with the 
City Solicitor, the City Engineer and 
Chairman Murphy of the Board of 
Assessors. Mr. Young has specified 
certain streets which are referred to 
as "arterial highways." but under the 
circumstances should more properly 
he designated ns "pedestrian ways," 
because they are extensively used by 
pedestrians. These streets include 
several specified by the writer — Adams. 
California, Pearl. River. Walnut and 
Watertown streets. The City Solicitor 
will draw an amendment to the pres- 
ent ordinance which requires abuttors 
to pay half of the cost of improved 
sidewalks, so that sidewalks on the 
streets heavily traveled by persons 
on foot can be constructed without 
abuttors being assessed. As WPA 
[projects the cost of materials to the 
city would he less than half the cost 
| with this work being done for the 
I city by private contractors. But some 
of our selfish citizens should not at- 
tempt to take advantage of this plan, 
land start importuning to have their 
streets, on which there is compara- 
tively little pedestrian traffic, includ- 
ed in the list of highways which may 
benefit by tlie proposed WPA projects. 
It stands to reason that the city can- 
not afford to hear the expense of such 
sidewnlk Improvements on a large 
number of streets. 


Lieut. Governor Kelly called tho 
turn on Governor Hurley on Wednes- 
day night when he exposed the delay 
of Hurley’s appointee.

As one who went into Germany 
with tlie Army of Occupation follow- 
ing tlie armistice in 1918. nnd who 
saw the extremes to which the Ger- 
man people had been reduced during 
the four years of tlie World War, Hit- 
ler's brag that Germany can suppoit 
itself for the long period of 30 years, 
and that blockade preventing raw mate- 
rials from reaching that country will 
not cause it to lose the threatened 
war, seems a ridiculous statement. 
The condition of a large percentage 
of the German people, ns observed 
by Americans who were with tlie Army 
of Occupation was pitiable. They 
plainly showed tho lark of having 
hud sufficient food over a long period. 
Old people and children, especially, 
gave evidences of malnutrition: emaci- 
ated. pule, with distended abdomens 
and spindly limbs, they would arouse 
any humane person’s sympathy. And 
another thing is well to remember. 
If Europe becomes Involved in another 
general war, which will he far more 
horrible than tho World War. the 
masses of the people in tlie countries 
involved will arise in a common cause 
to end the slaughter, nnd Communism 
will rapidly spread throughout Europe 
and Asia.

M. Cronin all replied. All favor the 
extension of the merit system and the 
reduction of presidential appoint 
ments by placing them within the' 
merit system. All are opposed to ap- 
pointments on political bases. 

On the question of reciprocal tariffs i 
Congressman Luce believes that such j 
agreements do not benefit the con- 
sumer and that they are detrimental ! 
to industry in the district. Mr. Rowe 
admits there would he disadvantag- 
eous instances but. on the whole, in- 
dicates a generally favorable attitude. 
Mr. Eliot expresses a favorable atti- 
tude and Mr. Cronin desires more op- 
portunity to study the program. 

Congressman Luce believes the pres- 
ent neutrality a< t should be amt ndi d 
to prohibit the sale of essential war 
materials, oil ns well as munitions, 
is concerned. He also favors r. S. 
conference with other nations, with- 
out the power to embroil the country 
In a foreign conflict. Mr. Rowe sees 
no great merit In the amendment and 
believes. If a conference were prac- 
ticable he would be inclined to favor 
it. Mr. Eliot states that the present 
law is imperfect and that he should 
probably favor an amendment if the 
essentials of war were clearly defined. 
As to a conference such a proposal 
would have to ho considered when the 
situation was at hand. Mr. Cronin ; 
does not think ho is “sufficiently in- 
formed to pass judgment” without fur- 
ther study of the present neutrality 
act. 

Suffrage in the District of Columbia. 
Congressman Luce desires to study 
a specific bill and its provisions, Mr. 
Rowe and Mr. Cronin favor it and 
Mr. Eliot did not answer. 

Equal rights amendment, opposed 
by the National League of Women 
Voters on the ground that It would 
write into the constitution the vague 
and mischievous expression of an ab- : 
struct idea and that it would accom- 
pish nothing towards the elimination 
of discrimination against women. Con- . 
gressmnn Luce. Mr. Rowe and Mr. 
Eliot oppose the amendment Mr 
Cronin states "I am not familiar 
enough with the proposed amendment 
to express an opinion."

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Newton Gives Saltonstall 
Tremendous Vote— Goddard 
Wins Over Luitwieler 


Big Majorities for Bradford, Luce and Cahill — 48 Percent of 
Voters Go to Polling Places 


Newton showed Its confidence In 
Leverett Saltonstall last Tuesday by 
giving him one of the largest votes 
ever cast for a candidate at a pri- 
mary in this city. He received 11.886 
votes and his three opponents for the 
Republican nomination for Governor, 
received a total of 891. About 48% 
of the voters of Newton did their duty 
hy going to the polls on Tuesday; 
16.250 out. of a total of 33,918. Among 
the outstanding features of the pri- 
mary in Newton were the failure of 
Representative Clarence Luitwieler to 
win one of the nominations in the 5th 
Middlesex District, the big majority 
rolled up for Dennis M. Cronin for 
the Democratic nomination for Con- 
gressman, the run-away victory here 
of Robert Bradford over District At- 
torney Warren Bishop, and the sub- 
stantial majority of Robert Luce over 
Edward Rowe for t he Republican nom- 
ination for Congress. 

The contest for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor Hurley and 
Curley ran close, the former obtain- 
ing 1321 votes nnd the victor 1169. 
Kelly with 604 was third, and Russell 
was n poor fourth with 214. Speaker 
Horace Cahill of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the contest for the Re- 
publican nomination for Lieut. Gov- 
ernor ran well ahead in this city, get- 
ting 4022 votes. Howard was second 
with 2947. In the contest for State 
Treasurer William Hurley swamped 
Alonzo Cook, getting 9239. Cook re- 
ceived 2525. For Auditor Wood out- 
stripped Goodwin, the vote being 9087 
to 2086. In the contest for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Attorney Gen- 
eral Barnes received 5570 votes. Amee 
3299, Walters. 1519. Frank Brooks 
was given a flattering vote in the 
Republican contest for the Governor’s 
Council nomination. He received 8043 
votes, Arnold 1829, Morahan 1128. 
Hollis, unopposed for Senator, received 
11.243 votes. McElroy was unopposed 
for Sheriff on the Republican side. 
For Clerk of Courts Putnam received 
9279 votes and Hamilton 1595. 

Clarence Luitwieler who has served 
for 14 years in the Legislature and 
who sought further political prefer- 
ment, was defeated by Alderman Paul 
Goddard. In the 5th Middlesex Dis- 
trict, Wards 4, 5 and 6. Goddard, who 
teamed with his friend Representative 
Douglas S. Francis, received 3598 votes, 
Luitwieler 2816. Alderman John Tem- 
perley did not do as well as he did 
2 years ago. He ran fourth, getting 
1653 votes. In the 4th Middlesex 


District comprising Wards 1. 2, 3 and 
7, Representatives Baker and Brlmble- 
com both were nominated. Robert 
Lawrence of Newtonvllle, the candi- 
date of some of the younger Repub- 
licans received 1612 votes. For Coun- 
ty Commissioner Warren was given 
4123 votes. Brown was second with 
2480, Braden third with 1191. 

In the Democratic contests Brennan 
led for Lieutenant Governor with 
1043 votes. White was second with 
962, Collins third with 536. For Sec- 
retary Mrs. Foley was first with 788, 
Sullivan second with 654. For Treas- 
urer Gallagher led with 955 votes. 
Doherty was second with 538. For

Auditor Buckley received 2056 votes. 
Walsh was a poor second with 33S. 
The well organized campaign which 
had been conducted for Cronin for 
Congress showed results in the swamp- 
ing lie gave Eliot, the vote being 2465 
to 550. In the entire 9th District 
the vote was — Eliot, 13.581: Cronin, 
13,358. Cronin has asked for a re- 
count. Cronin carried Waltham, 
Watertown. Brookline and the other 
sections of the district except Cam- 
bridge and Brighton. He made a 
strong showing in the latter place. 
For Councillor James P. Akins easily 
led with 1601 votes. Tobin was sec- 
ond with 456.

Newton Man Shoots 
Fiancee, Kills Self 

Arthur Lloyd Veducclo, 26, of 30 Riv- 
erdale ave., Nonnntum. killed himself 
and critically wounded his fiance, Miss 
Norma Flnerty, 23, of 99 Erie ave., 
Newton Highlands shortly before 8 
o’clock Thursday morning at 123 Nor- 
wood ave., Newtonvllle. Veducclo and 
the girl, who was employed at the 
Newton Centro telephone exchange, 
had been keeping company for the 
past six years. On September 2 they 
went to Newton City Hall and made 
application for a marriage license, 
which wns issued to them on Septem- 
ber 7. 

Miss Flnerty was a schoolgirl chum 
of Mrs. Frederick Dnuten of 123 Nor- 
wood ave., and had frequently visited 
the Dauten apartment there. She came 
to the house on Wednesday night, ac- 
companied by Veducclo, who had only 
visited the Dautens once or twice be- 
fore. She stated that her mother was 
in New Hampshire and decided to re- 
main with her friends that night. Be- 
cause of the Impassable condition of 
the streets following the storm. Ve- 
ducclo also asked to be permitted 
to remain at the Dauten’s apartment. 
The girl slept in the room ordinarily 
occupied by the young son of the 
family and Veducclo was told he 
could Hleep on the divan In the living- 
room. Mr. Dauten, who is a baker, 
left, the bouse at 4 Thursday morn- 
ing to go to work. About 7:45 Mrs. 
Dnuten heard the Flnerty girl scream 
and rushing to the room she bad oc- 
cupied, found the door locked, and 
that Veducclo was in the room. She 
ordered him to open the door and come 
out. and in reply he shouted a threat 
to shoot her if she did not go away. 
Mrs. Dauten rushed downstairs to the 
npnrtment of Mrs. Oscar Margolin, 
owner of the bouse, and as she was 
going down the stairs beard shots fired. 
The police were notified and a police 
car with Patrolmen Laughlin and To- 
bin rushed to the bouse. Laughlin 
broke In the locked door nnd found 
Veduccio dead, with a bullet from a 38 
calibre revolver through his heart. 
The girl was lying on a cot. critically 
wounded with a bullet wound in her 
abdomen. She was rushed to the New- 
ton Hospital nnd a transfusion given 
her. 

Veducclo is survived hy his parents. 
Captain and Mrs. Nicholas Veducclo; 
five brothers; and three sisters. His

Buildings Commissioner Campbell, 
on recommendation of Mayor Childs, 
has named the firm of Robb & Little 
of Boston as architects of the new 
branch library which will be erected 
on Walnut »t., Newtonvllle. E. Don- 
ald Robb of 30 Grove Hill ave., New- 
tonvllle, a member of the firm, has 
been a resident of this city for many 
years. He held a conference last Fri- 
day with Mr. Campbell, trustees of 
the Newton Free Library, and of- 
ficers of the Newtonvllle Improve- 
ment Association. The proposed li- 
brary building will be of the Geor- 
gian type and will have a basement, 
main floor and mezzanine. Its esti- 
mated cost will be $110,000, not in- 
cluding the land. Of this amount th 
1 PWA grant will he 45 per cent, or 
$19,500. Early this month word was 
received from PWA officials that the 
application of the City of Newton for 
such a grant had been approved. As 
work on the project must be started 
within 8 weeks from the time the 
. PWA grant is received and accepted 
a special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was called hy Mayor Childs, 
and was held on Tuesday night. 

The special meeting was called to 
take action on the offer of the New 
tonville Library Association for the 
donation to the city as the site for 
the library of about 3.000 square feet 
of land at the corner of Walnut st 
nnd Highland ave.: the widening of 
Walnut st. In front of the proposed 
library site; the acceptance of the 
PWA grant; and the authorization of 
a bond issue of $66,000. proceeds to 
he used in constructing, equipping and 
furnishing the library building. The 
site where the branch library will he 
erected was formerly occupied hy the 
Newton Club, for years Newton’s lead- 
ing social organization. One reason 
for the selection of this expensive 
site was — that it Is expected to act 
as a buffer for some years to come 
1 between the business section which 
rapidly developed along Walnut st.. 
and the attractive residential and 
high school area to the South, along 
Walnut st. The cost of the land was 
$31,000. plus nearly $2000 in taxes 
and interests. Of this amount about 
$30,000 has been contributed by New- 
tonville residents.

Hurricane Wreaks Havoc 
In Newton — Thousands of 

Large Trees Destroyed 


Scores of Houses Damaged — Property Losses Will Amount 
To Many Thousands of Dollars 


The tropical hurricane which de- 
vastated New England on Wednes- 
day caused more damage in Newton 
than perhaps In any part of Greater 
Boston for the reason that this city 
contained a greater number of shade 
treog than any other community in 
this vicinity. Thousands of beautiful 
elms, maples, oaks and other species 
of trees were blown over or torn 
apart, and In falling they caved In 
roofs, crushed porches, and pulled 
down thousands of wires all over the 
city. Hundreds of houses were dam- 
aged. many of them seriously. An ex- 
ample is the home of Patrick Consi- 
dine at the corner of Church and 
Richardson sts., Newton, wher** a huge 
elrn toppled onto the house and 
crushed in one side of the roof. 

The fury of the storm b^ean to be 
!< It in Newton about 4:30 Wednesday 
afternoon and by 5:30 many trees 
had been blown down and the streets 
were littered with limbs and branches. 
The storm increased in intensity un- 
til about 6 o'clock and then the wind 
continued with high velocity for about 
three-quarters of an hour, diminish- 
ing shortly before 7 p. m During that 
period many streets became impass- 
able, the electric service went out 
of commission and trains on the Bos- 
ton & Albany were stalled when a 
large tree was blown across the tracks 
opposite the end of Charlesbank rd., 
Newton. 

At Newton Corner a few minutes 
before 6 o'clock two huge signs atop I 
one story buildings at Nonantum ?q. I 
were blown onto the street, and the 
trolley wires of the Boston Elevated 
above the safety island where pas- 
sengers board the cars were broken 
when the stay wires snapped. A 
shower of sparks flew through the 
square as the wires hit the ground, 
hut fortunately no person was hit 


either by the falling signs or trolley 
wires. At the same time a huge 
section of sheet metal was torn off 
the roof of one of the bnildings to- 
ward Jefferson st.. went sailing about 
300 feet across the square and went 
through the door of an automobile 
parked next to the bank building. 

Part of the roof of the main build- 
ing at the Working Boys Home on 
Winchester st.. Newton Highlands 
gave way on Wednesday night and 
1 65 boys had to be given temporary 
I sleeping quarters in another part of 
| the home Mrs. Minnie Franklin of 
| Murray rd.. Auburndale fell down a 
flight of stairs at her home while 
groping in the darkness, and broke 
her collar hone. Julia Farrell of Hyde 
ave.. Newton was cut by glass when 
plate glass windows at Newtonvllle 
sq. were smashed hy the wind as she 
was walking hy. these women were 
taken to the Newton Hospital. While 
the police ambulance was proceeding 
along Grove st.. Auburndale. taking a 
sick woman to the Newton Hospital, 
a pole fell onto the ambulance. Patrol- 
men Doherty and Greeley managed to 
get the pole off. but the ambulance 
had proceeded only a short distance 
farther when a tree fell on it. This

Throughout the primary campaign which ended on Tuesday 
the Saltonstall keynote has been sincerity, integrity and truth.

Many of these 
communities were set upon by tidal wave, seething rivers, fire, 
and other disasters far more serious than experienced here in 
Newton. What must it be? Disheartening to think of, dismay- 
ing to behold. 

Yet there is an old saying to the effect that an ill wind 
blows some good. While we cannot account for the reasons 
that such disasters descend upon us we can find solace in 
the fact that there is work to be done in the clearing up and 
repairing of some of the damage. Nature, herself, will take a 
hand and although nature works more slowly than man there 
will come a time when order is restored and the scars are 
healed.

The Republican party in Massachu- 
setts has pained tremendous Impel us 
in Massachusetts as the result of the 
overwhelming Saltonstall victory. The 
fact that about 75 per cent of the Re- 
publican vote on Tuesday was given 
to Newton’s foremost citizen Is indica- 
tive of the fact that there is unity in 
the ranks of the G. O. I’. Considerable 
stress is laid upon the surprising show- 
ing of Candidate Me Masters, who ran 
second, lending Richard Whitcomb 
whose showing was far weaker than 
expected. Many persons feel that 
there is a real threat to Itepuhlican 
■uc cess in November in the McMasters' 
independent candidacy and his ndvo- 
cacv of the Townsend pension plan. 
Others point out that the McMasters' 
vote on Tuesday was simply an ex- 
pression of opinion in support of the 
Townsend plan and that in November 
many of these same Republicans will 
vote for Saltonstall. knowing that n 
Townsend vote at that time might well 
bring the return of Curley supremacy. 

An interesting fenture of the Salton- 
stall victory was the almost unanimous 
vote given him in his own city of New- 
ton. Of the 12.777 Republican votes 
onst for Governor. Mr. Saltonstall 
polled 11.8S6 with 421 going to Whit- 
comb. 397 for McMasters, and 73 for 
Butler. This is a percentage of a 
fraction under 93 per cent. In total fig- 
ures only two cities in the state gave 
the Republican nominee a greater to- 
tal. They were Boston with 31.000 and 
Worcester with 13,000. 

The Curley victory was surprising 
only in the large plurality given to the 
former Governor. It was conceded that 
he would lead in Boston and that sev- 
eral of the larger cities would give 
him more votes than either Hurley or 
Kelly and it was clear that ho would 
defeat the present Governor for the 
Democratic nomination when ho ran 
surprisingly well in numerous towns, 
and even carrying some of them. Oth- 
er highlights of the Curley victory 
were his huge lead in Boston, und a 
plurality in Cambridge the home city 
of Governor Hurley. It was the first 
time in the history of either major 
political party in this state that a gu- 
bernatorial candidate seeking a sec- 
ond term was refused. The Curley vic- 
tory. therefore, has split the Democra- 
tic party wide open with a breach that 
it may be impossible to heal in the 
few weeks which remain before the 
November election. Mr. Curley, how- 
ever. is a past master in the art of 
political strategy and his activities in 
the near future will be watched with 
great interest. 

Horace T. Cahill will be the Re- 
publican candidate for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor. Ho polled approximately 20,000 
votes over his next opponent, Ex- 
Judge Kenneth Johnson, who surpris- 
ingly pulled Into second place ahead 
of Charles P. Howard who was ex 
pected to give Cahill a close battle 
for the nomination. Cahill brings to 
the Republican ticket many assets to 
go with those of Saltonstall. Most 
political observers see real strength 
and. better still from a Republican 
standpoint, no weakness in a Salton- 
stall-Cahill ticket. Speaker Cahill was 
largely n*«pon8ibIe for the Republican 
legislature’s victory over Governor 
Hurley in the use of highway funds 
and there are many who feel that the 
loss of this battle was the major fac- 
tor in Governor Hurley’s defeat. Un- 
questionably Cahill’s leadership and 
the attendant publicity and favorable 
impression which the voters obtained 
of his ability was the major factor in 
his selection as the Republican nom- 
inee. 

Former Governor's Councillor James 
H. Brennan of Charlestown won a 
close light over School Committeeman 
Joseph C. White of Ronton for the sec- 
ond place on the Democratic ticket. As 
noted in these columns the race nar- 
rowed down to these two with the 
possibility that Councillor Edward 
Collins of Springfield might pull 
through if the Boston vote was split 
evenly between the two lenders and 
Candidate Sullivan. With Brennan 
polling 139,000, White 132.000 and Sul- 
livan only 06.000 a total of about 
85,000 was insufficient for Mr. Collins. 

Having failed to unseat Secretary 
of State Frederic W. Cook in the past 
several campaigns with a male candi- 
date the Democratic party tills year 
has nominated Mrs. Katherine B. Fo- 
ley a State Representative from Law- 
ron< She hud a 7.000 plurality over 
her nearest rival. William F. Sullivan 
of Boston. 

Treasurer William E. Hurley was 
renominated by the Republicans as 
their choice for t lint office. The sur 
prise feature of this contest was tin 
large vote pollod by Alonzo B. Cook. I 
In a free-for-all contest for the Demo- 
cratic nomination between eight ca..- i 
didates victory finally went to form' i | 
Representative Owen A. Gallagher of 
South Boston. Although carrying ex 
actlv the same name this Democ ratic 
candidate is not the Owen A. Galla- 
gher who formerly served in the State 
Senate and was a candidate on Tues- 
day against District Attorney Foley 
for the Democratic nomination for 
that office. 

As was expected Russell Wood cap- 
fured the Republican nomination us 
auditor and Thomas K. Buckley tin 
Democratic nomination. A Republi- 
can victory at the head of the ticket 
In November may put Wood into of- 
flee as well although Buckley Is a 
strong vote-getter. Mr. Wood enn be 
relied upon to bring strength to .he 
ticket in his own behalf and will not 
need to be “curried” by the rest of U, 
ticket. 

Probably only u Republican sweep, 
eagerly sought by the G O. IV and not 
altogether an Impossibility, will re 
capture the office or Attorney General. 
Clarence A. Bar lies or Mansfield won 
i lie Republican nomination as was 
expected and will oppose the present 
Incumbent. Paul A. Devor. who was re 
nominated without opposition. 


This completes the so-called Big-Six 
picture of Statewide primary results. 
In every Congressional district the 
present incumbents came through with 
renominatlotis. In the ninth district, of 
which Newton is a part. Robert Luce 
again successfully repelled the cam- 
paign of Edward M. Rowe by an almost 
2 to 1 margin. Although Thomas Eliot, 
new-dealer, friend of Pres. Roosevelt, 
and grandson of former Pres. Eliot of 
Harvard, apparently defeated former 
Alderman Dennis M. Cronin of New- 
ton by 223 votes for the Democratic 
nomination, there will probably be a 
ecount before the outcome is definitely 
settled. 

Governor's Councillor Frank A. 
Brooks found that lie had little to fear 
from Dr. Seth Arnold, his foremost 
opponent for the nomination to the 
oflice Brooks now holds, despite the 
activity of a group of young Republi- 
cans in seeking to displace him. 

The defeat of Warren L. Bishop as 
the Republican nominee for District 
Attorney by Robert Bradford, although 
not unexpected, was surprising be- 
cause of the Bradford plurality of 
about 20,000 votes. Bradford drew 
strength from almost every city and 
town in the district, carrying Bishop’s 
own town of Wayland and other 
towns in the vicinity as much as 9 to 
1 in sbme cases. Newton gave Brad- 
ford a good plurality as did other 
cities in the district with the excep- 
tion of Somerville which Bishop car- 
ried. 

The local contests for State Repre- 
sentative in the 4th Middlesex district 
resulted, as was expected, with the 
renomination of Representative Wil- 
liam B. Baker and Warren K. Brim- 
bleeom., The third candidate, Robert 
G. Lawrence, polled 1.600 votes or less 
than half of that of either his op- 
ponents. 

In the 5th Middlesex district the 
defeat of Rep. Clarence S. Luitwieler 
was of chief Interest. Rep. Francis 
was renominated and Alderman Paul 
N. Goddard defeated Mr. Luitwieler for 
the second position. Alderman Tem- 
perley ran fourth. In this contest a 
well-organized campaign by Mr. God- 
dard resulted in his selection.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Twenty-one years ago this country 
hutted into the general slaughter which 
had been underway in Europe for near- 
ly three years. The U. S. A. entered 
the big war for the alleged purpose of 
making this world safe for democra- 
cies. and that war was “A war to end 
wars" As a participant in that war 
this country spent billions of dollars. 
It loaned other billions to its allies in 
that war, the two "great democracies” 
—Franco and England were the largest 
borrowers. Since the World War ended 
this country hns expended other bil- 
lions paying pensions and other forms 
of compensation to those who served 
In the World War and to their de- 
pondentp. In years to come It will 
have to spend added billions. 

The World War of 1914-1918 did not 
end wars. England. France. Italy and 
the other European nations that 
begged aid from the V. S. A. and re- 
ceived it. without stint, have refused 
to pay their debts to us. or even the 
Interest on them. As for making the 
world "safe for democracies." the ac- 
tion of England and France the past 
week in relation to Czechoslovakia is 
ho answer. These two erstwhile cocky 
nations have been increasingly cowed 
the past few years by the nation they 
conquered ( with the help of the U. S. 
A.) in 1918. iind by Germany’s present 
ally. Italy. Great Rritain has rapidly 
receded us the world’s most powerful 
nation. She may still "rule the waves." 
but she does not rule the air. She is 
no longer secure from attacks and 
devastation. The people of England 
remember that 1.000.000 of their men 
died in the World War. They fear, 
and with reason, devastation by 
squadrons or German airplanes. They 
have no desire for war. They have lost 
the scrappy attitude which character- 
ized them a generation ago. Neville 
Chamberlain and his fellow reaction- 
aries at heart probably favor Fascism. 

France, with a large part of its pop- 
ulation radically inclined, is in a du- 
bious condition to become involved in 
another life and denth struggle as that 
of 1914-1918. France, because of its 
treatment of this country relative to 
its war debts, has lost the sympathy of 
most of the American people. England 
nd France have allowed Hitler and his 
German advisers to bluff and scare 
hem. And each succeeding victory, won 
by the Germans without resort to war- 
fare. further emboldens Hitler and his 
gang. Duce Mussolini kept a discreet 
silence until England and France 
grovelled in the Czechoslovakia af- 
fair, and then he bravely announced 
hat he would support Hitler. With add- 
ed prestige, the Germans will take con- 
trol of Hungary, with aim for Rumania, 
and eventually will demand Alsace and 
Lorraine hack. This country should 
profit by its experience in the last 
war. Come what may in Europe, the 
U. S. A. should mind its own business, 
keep out of the mess over there, and 
tend to its knitting here. We see how 
lacking in idealism are England and 
France. They play their own selfish 
game. 

We read from time to time asser- 
tions that the freedom of the press 
in this country is being threatened 
by proposed national legislation, and 
many are the indignant protests ut- 
tered against, the alleged schemes to 
throttle our Constitutional rights of 
free speech and a free press. But a 
large percentage of the newspapers in 
the U. S. A. have by their own acts 
ceased to he a free press. Bribed by 
gain, in the form of advertising rev- 
enue. many of our newspapers sup- 
press or censor news which would 
reflect adversely on persons or cor- 
porations from whom they obtain con- 
siderable advertising business. One 
flagrant example of this suppression 
of facts by newspapers is the omis- 
sion of the names of companies own- 
ing busses which are involved in ac- 
cidents. particularly fatal accidents. 
One of our favorite Roston newspa- 
pers. a paper which on the whole Is 
conducted In a highly ethical man- 
ner. last week omitted the name of 
tlie company operating the bus in- 
volved in the terrihle accident at Ox- 
ford. Massachusetts, although other 
Boston newspapers published the 
name of the company. Last Monday 
this same paper published another 
news item concerning a New York- 
Boston bus which was forced off the 
highway at Berlin, Connecticut and 
several passengers were injured. Again 
the name of the company owning the 
bus was omitted. Why are the bus 
companies so favored? When a wreck 
occurs on a railroad, newspapers do 
not concenl the name of the railroad. 
When a steamship is wrecked or 
burned, tiro name of the boat is not 
withheld by newspapers. This ridi- 
culous pussyfooting about bus acci- 
dents should be ended. R Is not 
helping the newspapers which aro 
servile participants in the practise, 
and it isn’t helping the bus lines. 

The weather the pust few days has 
been ns humid, muggy, sticky or 
what you will, as it was during the 
tropical spell in July.

When the writer was a small child 
he often heard old persons talk of 
"the day of the big wind." and these 
aged folks had heard <>f the windy 
day from their parents. We have 
seen some gusty days — and nights dur- 
ing our life, but for a sustained and 
violent blow that of Wednesday after- 
noon and evening easily outdid any- 
thing we ever observed. In fact, tho 
history of New England does not tell 
ol anything i i < ■ it. it was only laat 
Sunday that we road in tho Boston

Globe an nrtiele on windstorms, hasod 
on the current hurricane which start- 
ed last week down in tho West Indies. 
That article stated that hurricanes do 
not hit New England. This one did 
— and how. It started to get windy 
shortly beforo 4 o’clock on Wednes- 
day afternoon, but we did not pay 
much attention to the weather until 
shortly before 5, when the eloctric 
lights in the office started to go off, 
come on again, and finally remain off. 
Then, we realized that the breeze 
must be of unusual violence. We did 
not become aware of its actunl veloci- 
ty until 5:30, as looking out the front 
window of the office we saw a large, 
beautiful tree between Centre ave. 
and Richnrdson st. topple over as a 
gust hit it. At tho same time we 
thought the big plate glass window 
at the office was about to be blown 
in. 

Leaving the office we observed that 
tho trains on the Boston & Albuny 
railroad were just creeping along, ob- 
viously away off schedule. Going to 
the Washington st. parking space to 
get our car, we saw a big tree top- 
pled over on Thornton st. As Thorn- 
ton. Pearl and Jewett sts. were 
blocked, we had to detour via Adnms, 
Chapel and Green sts. to reach our 
home on Pearl st.. dodging fallen limbs 
and trees en route. Until 7 o’clock 
trees kept falling in our neighbor- 
hood making streets impassable, shin- 
gles were blown from roofs, windows 
busted and porches demolished. Sim- 
ilar conditions, we Inter learned, pre- 
vailed all over Newton, and through 
out most of New England. We had 
the unusual experience on Wednesday 
night of travelling a short distance 
in the almost total darkness, using a 
flashlight to guide us over fallen trees 
and branches, and to enable us to 
dodge broken wires. 

The hurricane brought impressively 
to people a realization of how finite 
and insignificant is man. anil how 
quickly a violent manifestation of 
natural forces can render useless 
man’s most potent creations. Trans- 
portation facilities, both by automo- 
bile or train were either utterly im- 
peded, or greatly delayed. Man’s great- 
est source of power — electricity, be- 
came unavailable. 

Householders had to resort to prim- 
itive lighting methods, if they were 
fortunate enough to have candle® in 
their homes. If not. their only re- 
course was to electric flashlights, if 
they possessed them. A very small 
percentage had kerosene lamps, and 
it is a safe bet that more will obtain 
thiB 19th century type of illumination 
for use in emergency. Radios could 
not be used, other then automobile 
radios, and even then, we found that 
practically all of the Boston broad- 
casting stations were silent. WNAC 
with its emergency equipment was an 
outstanding exception. Electric refrig- 
erators ceased to operate, many tele- 
phones could not be used, and about 
all that most persons could do — or 
did, was to sit in the darkness, or 
near darkness of their homes, and dis- 
cuss the storm, its might, and the 
damage it had wrought. It gave New 
Englanders a vivid realization of the 
fear people living in Florida, other 
Southern States, and the West Indies, 
must have of hurricanes, und the rea- 
sonable terror that residents of the 
Mid-West have of cyclones. 


The results of the primary election 
show that Leverett Saltonstall will 
have tlie solid support of Republicans, 
and in all probability the support of a 
considerable percentage of Massachu- 
setts Democrats. The bitter cam- 
paign between Curley, Hurley and 
Kelly will undoubtedly result in many 
supporters of the latter two voting 
for the Newton man, and It is a 
surety that most who voted for Rus- 
sell will vote for Saltonstall. Never- 
theless, Republicans should not be 
too confident of a Saltonstall victory. 
James M. Curley is a wonderful cam- 
paign orator, a bitter fighter, and has 
shown in the past his ability to sway 
the unthinking or those influenced by 
glib promises. He will, in all proba- 
bility attack Saltonstall as a pluto- 
crat and reactionary, and attempt to 
array class against duss. But. we 
believe that there will he a sufficient 
majority of Massachusetts f voters In 
November who will not be fooled by 
tlie magic of Curley’s voice, or his 
illusionary methods. 


One of the cheapest and most con- 
temptible acts in the primary cam- 
paign which ended on Tuesday was 
that resorted to in helmlf of State 
Senator George G. Moyne of Waltham 
who sought renominution by tin* Re- 
publicans — the Injection of racial and 
religious issues. Apparently seared by 
the aggressive campaign waged by 
Anthony Julian of Watertown, who hud 
made an excellent record as a Repre- 
sentative in the Legislature the past 
two years, and who bad been attacking 
Moyne’s votes on important financial 
matters which came before tho Legis- 
lature the past three years. Moyse and 
his campaign committee descended to 
the racial und religious stuff. 

The writer has in this column in 
tho past several tiineu criticized the 
practice used by many members of a 
couple ot races who have come into 
this country in large numbers within 
the pust half century, of dropping their 
own names und aHHiimiug names 
which are peculiar to other races, fre- 
quently adopting names of early Col- 
onial settlers. We still contend that 
this practice should not lie legally 
permitted. But Mr. Julian only Angli- 
cized his mime from its Ituliuu form. 
Giuliani. The advertisements in be- 
half of Moyse did not stop with the ra- 
cial phase. They hIho deult with Ju- 
lian's religious and fruternul uflllla- 
tions und with those of Moyse. The 
latter won the nomination, but he bus 
lost the respect of many who hereto- 
fore hud a better opinion of him. The 
Republicans in renominating him did 
not help their party.

The last two weeks were spent at 
the American Youth Foundation Lead- 
ership Training Camp on Lake Mich- 
igan. Leadership courses for person- 
ality development and enlargement of 
abilities were tuught by nationally 
known educators, ministers, and pro- 
fessional men and women. A well 
planned recreational program was 
coupled with study at this camp 
where hundreds of young women meet 
annually for a fortnight of truiuing j 
and fellowship. 

While in St Louis Miss Crosby was 
entertained by Miss Kathriue Green. | 
a former classmate from Newton 
High School, now living in St. Louis.

Michigan. Miss Crosby stopped over 
In Chicago to visit Dr and Mrs Wash- 
burn. very dear friends of Her mother.

l imo the ambulance could not bo freed 
until nelghbora had come out and 
assisted in freeing it from the tree. 

The fire alarm system was partly af- 
fected by the falling wires and Chief 
Rnndlett 1ms ndvlsed residents to use 
both Are alarm boxes and tele- 
phones in ease of fire, so that if the 
former are not working, the alarms 
will he received by means of telephone. 
On Wednesday night a fire occurred 
in the cellar of the house at 27 Otis 
st.. occupied by Stanley Horton. An- 
other small fire occurred in the home 
of Joseph Armstrong, 3fi Vernon st.. 
Newton, at 7:50. It was caused by a 
lighted candle. At 0:08 firemen were 
called to an unoccupied house at 1538 
Beacon st.. Wnban. where oily rags 
had caused spontaneous combustion. 
An alarm at 7:52 was for a chimney 
fire in the home of Joseph Gnrahedian. 
53 Mechanic st., Upper Falls. Firemen 
worked Wednesday night assisting the 
Street Department in clearing the 
streets of debris. The blocking of 
many Important streets, ns well as 
scores of side streets, caused a very 
serious fire hazard. Persons are 
warned to exercise great care in the 
use of candles, and to watch out for 
short circuits in their homes when 
the glectrical service is connected 
again. 

All the employees of the Street De- 
partment worked through Wednesday 
night and have been almost continual- 
ly laboring since under the constant 
supervision of Acting Street Commis- 
sioner McCarthy. They have done re- 
markably well In clearing streets 
which were blocked by large trees. It 
is a difficult task to cut through the 
trunks of huge elms and big maples 
which fell across the width of many 
streets, especially when large limbs 
had to lie sawed before the tree trunks 
could be cut into sections and re- 
moved. Persons who have been im- 
patient because the Forestry or Street 
Department employees have not ar- 
rived to remove trees from their 
yards, or from driveways, must remem- 
ber that the first task was to clear 
streets which had been made impass- 
able. Streets had to he cleared for 
the fire apparatus, ambulances or oth- 
er emergency vehicles. Many requests 
were sent to the Street Department 
for employees to rush to this or tliat 
location to get a tree off some roof, 
to make a driveway accessible, or to 
save some tree which had tilted over 
at a 45 degree angle, and might be 
lifted up again. The city employees are 
working under top pressure, have been 
doing a good job, but must attend to 
the most urgent needs first. It should 
be remembered that they cannot at- 
tend to fallen trees or limbs that are 
on private property. Some practical 
persons have sent requests that fallen 
trees on streets, when they have been 
cut into sections, be deposited on lots 
adjoining the requestees' homes, so 
that they can he used for fireplace fuel 
the coming winter. 

Health Officer Chope states that the 
milk supply of Newton is adequate 
and is being properly pasteurized.

with all the dealers, and assisted in 
making arrangements for the pas- 
teurization of milk for some of the 
smaller dealers, who had been af- 
fected by tlie failure of the electrical 
service. Markets and groceries de- 
pendent on electrical refrigeration 
were ordered to prevent fresh foods 
from becoming tainted by using either 
ice or dry ice. 

The 32 troops of Boy Scouts in New- 
ton have rendered valuable assistance 
since the storm. Wednesday night a 
large number of the older hoys pa- 
trolled streets in the city watching 
for fires, and warning pedestrians and 
motorists of obstructions on streets. 
These boys remained on duty until 
1 a. m. Thursday. On Thursday be- 
tween 700 and 800 Roy Scouts, most- 
ly In ordinary attire, worked in their 
own neighborhoods helping to clear 
fallen limbs and branches from 
streets. The Sea Scout Troop gave 
valuable assistance to the Metropoli- 
tan District Police by cruising in t heir 
power boat along the Charles River 
Basin between Faneull and Boston 
helping to save many boats from be- 
ing destroyed. 

By request of Chief Rnndlett of the 
Police Department members of Com- 
pany C.. 101st Infantry, National 

Guard, were asked by Mayor Childs 
to patrol Newton streets, and have 
been on duty Wednesday and Thurs- 
day nights. Members of Newton Post. 
American Legion also assisted in pa- 
trolling the streets. Many houses in 
all parts of the city had their roofs 
partly denuded of shingles, and scores 
of chimneys toppled over. Persons 
ore cautioned about fire hazards in 
buildings where chimneys have been 
damaged. 

The service of the Boston Edison 
Company bus been crippled since the 
storm. Wednesday night buildings 
at the Newton Corner business section 
supplied by underground service has 
lights, but the remainder of the city 
was in dnrkness. Crews of Edison em- 
ployees have been working day and 
night in efforts to restore service, but 
because of tlie thousands of wires down 
all over the city, it may bo a week ho- 
fore all service will ho restored. Trunk 
lines throughout the city am carrying 
current, and persons are warned to 
slay away from fallen wires, whether 
Edison wires or telephone wires. 

Hundreds attempted to purchase 
kerosene lamps on Thursday, only to 
find that these old fashioned articles 
could not be procured. Those who 
lud lamps found that tlie limited sup- 
ply of kerosene in Newton was quickly 
sold out during the day. Some resort- 
ed to the use of rungo oil in the 
lamps and slated it Is practical. Hard- 
ware stores also sold out tlioir stocks 
of axes and saws. 

Fortunately few gas leaks have oc- 
curred as a result of trees being up- 
rooted. One was reported at 75 Suin- 
mi r st., Newton Centre The entire po- 
lice force has been on duty since the 
-lorra and many citizens offered their 
services, if needed. George Rogers, 
head of l he Forestry Division of tlie 
Newton Street Department estimates 


that at least 5000 trees along Newton 
streets have been destroyed. Many 
were so located, that it is dubious 
if they ever can be replaced. 

It will cost the city many thousands 
of dollars to repair sidewalks torn up 
by falling trees. Other heavy dam- 
age in tlie city was caused by the de- 
struction of fences. Hundreds of 
Newtoniuns found their driveways 
blocked when they arrived home on 
Wednesday evening. Others got their 
enrs in their garages on Wednesday 
evening, but could not get them out 
Thursday morning because of blocked 
driveways.

It Psys to Advertise 
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Damage Caused by Hurricane 
Augments Newton’s Already 
Serious Financial Problems 


Finance Committee Confers With Department Heads In Effort 
To Make Provisions for Emergency 


Tho hurricane of September 21st 
which uprooted thousands of trees 
along Newton streets, and uplieavod 
adjoining sidewalks caused a serious 
condition in the city’s finances. Re- 
alizing tho condition of the city's 
finances and the added, unexpected 
burden the hurricane damage created, 
Alderman Donald McKay, chairman of 
tho Finance Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen called a meeting of that 
committee at his home last Sunday 
afternoon and requested City Solicitor 
Bartlett to he present. On Monday 
morning Alderman McKay visited 
Mayor Childs at City Hall and dis- 
cussed the situation with him. On 
Monday afternoon at 5 o’clock the 
Finance Committee held a meeting at 
City Hall and conferred with most 
of the city department heads to ob- 
tain knowledge of the dumage caused 
by the hurricane to city streets, parks, 
playgrounds and public buildings, and 
to ascertain what co-operation could 
be given by the various departments. 
Harold Young was also present, repre- 
senting the WPA.

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night, following 
a long recess, Alderman McKay ad- 
dressed the Board on the financial con- 
dition of the city. Ho said: 

“The items we have before us to- 
night fall into two classes: the Emer 
goncy Loan occasioned by tho recent 
catastrophe is in one class, and the 
Tax Title Loan and appropriations 
from a subsequent welfare loan which 
will come before us soon, fall into 
the other class. I would like to take 
up the tax title loan first, and bear 
in mind the discussion of this is en- 
tirely apart from tho emergency loan, 
First — I would like to read three para- 
graphs from the Finance Committee 
report made in April, 1938, which 
tho Board accepted. They are as 
follows — ‘Unless the Mayor submits 
certain substantial departments at the 
last minute for consideration by this 
Board at its meeting on Monday eve- 
ning. April 11, there must necessarily 
be an exhaustion of funds Inter dur- 
ing the year, which will either have 
to be carried over into next year's 
tax levy, or offset in whole or in pnrt 
by department surpluses accruing 
j through operative economies. Tho lnt- 
‘ ter possibility is very remote. We 
refer to such further outlays ns wel- 
fare, soldier's relief, damage claims, 
WPA materials, snow removal, etc.'

all primary circuits in operation by 
the first of this week. In the more 
shaded areas, where extensive dam- 
age was done and the tree clearance 
problem more acute, the customer 
service networks have required al- 
most complete rebuilding Local elec- 
trical contractors and Edison forces, 
augmented by linemen on loan from 
utilities outside of New England, are 
now concentrating on the remaining 
had spots. The work of the Edison 
District Maintenance Foreman. H. W. 
Secord. in this district has been out- 
standing during the crisis. 

Street lighting has not been re- 
stored in some sections, as public 
officials have concurred with the Edi- 
son Company in the belief that 100 
per cent restoration of homes and 
business establishments Is the first 
consideration. 

Favored by a continuation of good 
weather conditions during the week 
following the storm, day-to-day prog- 
ress has been rapid, despite the se- 
verity of local damage as compared 
with other nearby communities 

Through the efforts of nine crews 
working on local surveys, eight crews 
of electricians (largely comprised of 
local electrical contractors), one trou- 
ble crew, three complete labor crews, 
three crews engaged in the major 
work of tree clearing, and ten crews 
of experienced line construction men. 
some of whom have been brought from 
outside New England, rapid progress 
is being made in all sections of New- 
ton in restoring service. An emer- 
gency stockroom and pole yard has 
been established at the Homer st. 
(Newton Centre) substation of the 
Edison Company, from which point 
various groups are supervised and 
supplied. 

President Frank D. Comerford in 
commenting on existing conditions 
said: 

“The hurricane was the worst 
disaster with which the company has, 
had to contend. The difficulties are 
far greater than in the sleet storm 
of 1921. the only other calamity which 
affected our whole system at once, i 
We were fortunate in many re- j 
l ,spects. however, our generating sta- ■ 
tions. transmission lines, and substa- 


thelr entire forces at our disposal: 
and by the public, which has been pa- 
tient and tolerant. To all of them, 
we are grateful.” 

Manager E. J Campbell of the New 
Eng. Tel. Tel. Co. reports great 
progress has been made in the restoral 
of telephone service to customers in 
the Newton-Watertown district. The 
untiring efforts of local forces, com- 
bined with assistance of mobilized 
units from other Associated Bell Sys- 
tem have been making inroads on the 
devastation wrought by the hurricane. 

At the present time there are line 
and cable crews working night and 
day in the Newtons who come from 
faraway points such as Indiana. Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania. These crews 
are under the direction of a super- 
visory employee of the New Eng. Tel. 
& Tel. Co., and the work is proceed- 
ing apace on account of standard 
methods, material and practice com- 
mon to each Telephone Company. 

The loss of telephone service was 
greater in the Newtons because of the 
many trees which crashed before the 
fury of the -torm. The morning after 
the storm there were 6387 telephones 
out of service. The next day there 
were approximately 1,000 additional 
'phones put out of order by the clear- 
ance of debris from the streets. 

It was interesting to learn that a 
trainload of supplies, men and trucks 
started from Nebraska on Tuesday 
nicht for the greater Boston area. In 
addition to the crews already men- 
tioned working in the Newton area, 
there are crews of mobilized units

A little more than a week has gone by since the extensive 
damage inflicted by the New England hurricane, and in count- 
less places throughout the city noticeable changes have taken 
place. With many shade trees uprooted by the storm scenes 
have been revealed which have heretofore been hidden from 
the sight of passersby. Many homes, considerably sheltered 
by surrounding trees are experiencing sunlight for the first time 
in many years, and it will be many years before they are 
again shadowed by friendly, overhanging branches. One of 
the most interesting and revealing phases of the storm has 
been the effective clearing away of much of the debris and 
fallen trees by the hundreds of workers employed in this work.

Their directive energies and 
able handling displayed by them in one of the most unique 
situations ever experienced in Newton is deserving of much 
commendation.

While on the subject of the hurricane* we believe a word of 
commendation is due to employees of the public utility com- 
panies who have worked many long and weary hours striving to 
restore service to customers and subscribers. It has been no 
sinecure to repair the untold damage and to bring order out 
of the chaos that existed a week ago Thursday morning. It was 
unquestionably the worst situation that ever confronted these 
companies since their organization. The public at large has 
displayed a patient attitude in awaiting resumption of services 
which in this day and age have become almost a necessity. 
They have found, however, that there are ways of getting by 
in an emergency. There have been a few persons who have 
growled and criticized at the delay. One cannot change human 
nature and thus about all that can be done with these thought- 
less and unappreciative few is to pay no attention to their 
grumblings. The stupendous task has been tackled with an 
orderliness and precision that in reality is remarkable.

He visited the Stock- 
holm Club and said that about 14 na- 
tionalities were represented nt the 
meeting. Sweden is about the size 
of California with nearly 6.000.000 in- 
habitants. He snid that about one- 
thlrd of the people are Co-operatives 
who are doing n wonderful work in 
supplying the necessities and other 
things. He spoke of visiting a shoe 
shop employing around 75.000. He 
spoke of Budapest as a beautiful city 
and that in Hungary the flags are still 
flown at half mast for the country 
that has been taken from them.

Powers’ Paragraphs jj 


On the day of the hurricane, a cou- 
ple of hours before the tempest hit 
Newton, we observed a flock of about 
twenty tern flying over Richardson 
st.. Newton, bucking the already 
strong breeze in an effort to proceed 
easterly toward their natural habitat. 
We commented to a person standing 
near that wc liad never before seen 
tern flying over Newton, although wo 
had sometimes observed sea-gulls 
along the Charles River. Wo won- 
dered nt the unusual occurrence nt 
the time, but the hurricane which fol- 
lowed a few hours later was the 
explanation. Either the tern instinc- 
tively flew inward to escape the fury 
of the storm, or what is more proba- 
ble, they were caught in some cur- 
rent of air and blown inland. 


According to Edison officials New- 
ton was hit harder by the hurricane 
than any other place in Greater Bos- 
ton because this city contains more 
trees than any other community in 
this section. It was remarkable that 
the thousands of trees and huge limbs 
which were blown down by tho big 
wind, did not kill or injure some res- 
idents of tlie Newtons. Many per- 
sons, adults as well us children, were 
strolling along the streets during 
the height of the hurricane, noncha- 
lantly sightseeing. They did not re- 
alize the danger that hovered around 
them. It is also fortunate that no one 
was electrocuted by fallen wires, alive 
with current. This danger is still 
extant and everyone should heed the 
warnings advertised by the Edison 
Company to avoid broken or dang- 
ling wires, or wires lying on the 
ground. 

Had cold weather set In after the 
hurricane there would have been 
plenty of shivering by the thousands 
of persons whose homes are warmed 
by oil-heaters, and who have had no 
electric current coming into their 
houses for a week or more. Oil heat- 
ers have their advantages. But their 
dependency on electricity is one dis- 
advantage. 


Are you one of the many who auto- 
matically pressed the electric light 
buttons or switches in your home for 
several days after the hurricane, and 
then felt a little sheepish when you 
realized the current was off. 


The Street Department (including 
the Forestry Division) under tho di- 
rection of Acting Street Commissioner 
Charles McCarthy and Sup. George 
Rogers, has been doing a very effi- 
cient job in clearing Newton streets 
of the thousands of trees and branch- 
es (many of them huge) which were 
toppled over or broken off by the 
hurricane. Tlie employees of the 
Street Department faced a very diffi- 
cult and dangerous task, and one 
that entailed hard labor. They have 
functioned in a way that lias won 
widespread approval from citizens 
of Newton. 

Hundreds of Newton Roy Scouts 
did their bit after the hurricane by 
patrolling streets for two nights af- 
ter the storm, and by helping to clear 
streets and yards of debris. They 
worked effectively and unostentatious- 
ly and added to the prestige of their 
organization. 


On Monday we received in tho mail 
from some courageous and frugal per- 
son a penny postcard. On it was 
written the following criticism — "We 
are disgusted with your article in 
this week’s (Sept. 23rd) GRAPHIC in 
regard to stand taken by England. 
How dare an outsider like you say 
such dirty things about a man who is 
trying to save the world from blood- 
shed. It’s men like you who keep 
hate alive between nations by writing 
such stuff. Do your kind like war? I 
wonder.” 

The postcard was not signed. We 
wonder if the writer sent similar 
cards to the Boston Herald, the Bos- 
ton Globe, and to the multitude of 
other papers and magazines which 
have contained criticisms of Eng- 
land, France and Mr. Chamberlain rel- 
ative to their attitude (up to Septem- 
ber 23rd) in the German-Czecho mat- 
ter? The writer does not like war. 
Probably he saw at least as much 
evidences of the last war as his anony- 
mous critic. And he likes to see na- 
tions. as well as individuals keep 
their pledges and pay their debts. 

If your house is still without elec- 
tricity don’t fume too much. There 
are many others, including the writer, 
in tin* same predicament. We have 
done little reading at home since 
Wednesday, September 21. Folks who 
have been dependent on candle light 
or kerosene lamps since the hurri- 
cane, have gone to lied earlier thnn 
for many years. People wonder how 
they ever managed to read in bygone 
years by tlie light of kerosene lamps. 
One answer is — that our eyes were 
younger and stronger 40 years ago. 


It looks as though tlie determined 
preparations of England and France 
for resistance against German aggres- 
sion. plus the threat of Russiu, have 
called Hitler’s bluff. We hope so. 
It would he a horrible tiling to have 
many millions of the nations of Eu- 
ropu slaughtered in another whole-

The petition of the Boston & Al- 
bany Railroad nsklng tho Newton 
Board of Aldermen to place in a busi- 
ness zone a narrow strip of land owned 
by the railroad along Washington st. 
In the vicinity of Crafts st.. will 
meet with strong opposition. Forty- 
four years ago Washington st. wns 
widened between Newton and West 
Newton, and the B. & A. tracks were 
depressed to end grade crossings in 
this city. Many parcels of real es- 
tate between Newton and West New- 
ton were seized because of the widen- 
ing of tho street and the lowering 
of the railroad tracks. Persons’ homes 
were taken from them and business 
blocks were razed. The only pri- 
vate piece of property remaining in 
the two miles from Centre nve., New- 
ton to Felton st.. West Newton was 
that of the Brackett Coni Company, 
opposite the Catholic church at New- 
ton. This property was abandoned 
ns a coni yard several years ago, be- 
came an eyesore, and this year the 
old buildings there wore torn down. 
The types of business which would 
be located on the narrow strip of 
land which the railroad seeks to have 
placed In n business zone, would he 
housed in buildings that would change 
this attractive main street into an 
eyesore, and create a very serious 
traffic hazard on an automobile high- 
way already the most dangerous In 
this city. Parishioners of the Church 
of Our Lady will oppose the petition 
of the Boston & Albany. 


In this column Inst week we criti- 
cized an advertisement which had ap- 
peared in some newspapers in behalf 
of the candidacy of Senator George 
E. Moyse of Waltham for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Senator from the 
5th Middlesex District because it dealt 
with racial and religious issues. We 
were visited tills week by^ Harold J. 
Cunningham, chairman of the Moyse 
Campaign Committee who took excep- 
tion to our criticism of last week and 
stated that it was unfair to Mr. Moyse 
and his committee.

Plans for the annual Campaign of 
the Newton Community Chest to be 
held November Otli to 22nd are rap- 
idly being completed under the lead- 
ership of Campaign Chairman, A. Les- 
lie Harwood, Jr., well-known Boston 
lawyer and resident of Newton Centre. 
The Chest, which is the central money 
raising organization for the 11 lead- 
ing Social Agencies of Newton, In 
last year's campaign raised $106,780.00 
for the annual current expenses of 
these Agencies. The goal for this 
year’s campaign will be set within 
the next few days by the Chest’s Bud- 
get Committee made up of Newton 
business men after a careful study of 
the needs of the Social Agencies for 
1029. 

Speaking of the need for generous 
support of the Campaign.

To Save Trees 


An organization has been formed 
in this city In an effort to sav<- a large 
number of trees which were damaged 
in the recent hurrlcnnn. It Is known 
ns the "Restore Newton's Trees Com- 
mittee" and it is working in conjunc- 
tion with various improvement asso- 
ciations throughout tin* city. The 
members of the committee include the 
presidents of the following improve- 
ment association* William K. Soule.

A census of fallen trees on public 
and private ways and in front yards of 
homes was taken by Troop 6 and 
Troop 25, Boy Scouts of Newtonville. 
Mothers' Auxiliary Newtonville Boy 
Scouts. Conservation Committee New- 
ton Federation of Women’s Clubs, and 
Volunteer Motor Corps of Newton 
Chapter, Red Cross. 

Estimates of trees destroyed by the 
hurricane in Newton vary from 10,000 
to 25.000 and all of them are merely 
guesses. The circular sent out by the 
committee stntes — "Trees constitute 
much of Newton's beauty. Our next 
step is to make plans and carry them 
out. in order to eventually restore New- 
ton’s beauty, and to keep it the Gar- 
den City."

This census report 
stated that trees uncounted on large 
estates and in hack yards would in- 
dicate the total loss to be from 10,000 
to 15,000 and that no reliable estimate 
would he given. The disproportionate 
estimate of Newtonville as compared 
with other villages was probably due 
to the fact that the two Boy Scout 
troops cooperating were from that vil- 
lage. 

The committee has distributed a 
circular giving suggestions that will 
help save a considerable number of 
trees. The circular was distributed 
by Girl Scouts. It reads as follows: 

First in importance are the trees 
that have been uprooted or partially 
uprooted. A large number of these 
trees can positively be saved, and 
should not be given up until you have 
consulted a reliable forester or tree 
surgeon. In the meantime, it is ab- 
solutely necessary to keep the roots 
moist. Use peat moss, burlap, or even 
rags to completely cover the root area, 
and KEEP THIS MOIST. 

Many of the smaller trees can be 
pulled back into place by block and 
tackle, and then properly guyed. The 
larger ones will require heavy equip- 
ment. and again we emphasize the need 
for a reliable consultant. One thing 
the layman can do is check the roots 
for small feeder roots which are nor- 
mally called hair roots. If none of 
these are present, and only one or 
two of the main roots with a small 
ball of oarth, the chances are that 
the tree cannot be saved. However, 
the cost of keeping the roots moist is 
small, and good judgment will have 
to be used, depending on your desire 
to save the tree. We feel that fifty 
per cent of the Evergreens can be 
saved, and a smaller percentage of 
the deciduous trees. 

As soon as the first stages of the 
emergency are over, you should have 
your property thoroughly looked over, 
because trees that have heaved and 
settled back may have loft earth cracks 
or air pocekts under the roots. During 
the winter, the freezing will cause 
roots to break off if such conditions 
exist, and you may lose your trees by 
neglecting to have a thorough in- 
spection made at this time. Later on, 
such questions as pruning out broken 
limbs and the necessary bracing and 
cabling should bo taken up, not only 
in order to save the tree, but to pre- 
vent injury to human beings and dam- 
age to property. In this connection. 
It Is important to know how to best 
cut off the limbs, and the proper use 
of tree healing paint. 

Because of the weukoned condition 
in’ which trees and shrubs will be 
left, a satisfactory program for the 
next few years should he set up and 
followed, including spraying, feeding, 
etc.

Restore Light and 
Phone Service

from ten Associated noil System com- 
panies working In the greater Boston 
urea. 

Immediate steps were taken for the 
restoration of service to the city gov- 
ernment offices, fire, police, street and 
wafer departments. Hospitals and 
doctors and other si-rvlce^ of an 
emergency nature were provided. The 
general work of rehabilitation then 
started. 

Thursday morning 12'ij telephones 
of the 7387 recorded on the second 
day were ngnln in operation leaving 
3185 still out of service. The city 
has been segregated Into blocks of 
areas and crews have been allocated 
to each block for complete restora- 
tion and realignment of cable and 
wires. 

These blocks have been so arranged 
as to restore the greatest number of 
telephones in the shortest period and 
at the same time to give each custom- 
er and district the same service. 

Manager Campbell would appreci- 
ate a report on any disabled service 
if a report has not been made. Re- 
ports muy be made by calling "Re- 
pair Service" or the new Business Of- 
fice on NEW North 9950. It is possible 
for a telephone to be out of order and 
its condition may not bo known to 
the Telephone Company. Complete cov- 
erage of each blocked area is assured 
if all telephones in trouble have been 
reported. 

The management also wishes to ex- 
plain that in some areas the restoral of 
service will bo slower than others be- 
cause the main cables, carrying the 
individuals lines, have been torn apart 
by falling trees or cut by well-inten- 
tioned persons in clearing the storm 
damage. 

The restoration of these cable 
"breaks" requires time-consuming 
skilled labor. Many customers can- 
not understand why some neighbors 
have service and others are without 
service. The reason is generally that 
a crushed cable has some lines still 
intact and other lines within the ca- 
ble have been severed. The apparent 
damage to the customer seems to be 
only on or in a broken wire between 
the house and street pole. The real 
difficulty is generally unseen and may 
lie located one to five miles along the 
distributing or main cable routes. The 
feverishly working cable splices with 
the wax and solder pots aglow through- 
out the city give evidence of the or- 
ganized efforts to reconnect these ar- 
teries of communication. 

The number of calls handled by the 
West Newton. Centre and Newton 
North exchanges has returned to 
slightly above normal. The calls on 
Wednesday night. Sept. 21st. were 
mostly of an emergency or semi-emer- 
gency nature. The telephone operators 
in each of the three exchanges com- 
pleting their day’s work stayed on 
and were supplemented by the opera- 
tors who were successful in reaching 
their central office. Every operating 
position was filled and assisting op- 
erators were standing in back of the 
operators at the switchboard. 

This peak load situation continued 
until late Wednesday night, all day 
Thursday and Friday anil gradually 
returning to slightly above normal 
over the week end. The many com- 
plimentary remarks and sympathetic 
comments by the customers spurred 
the energies of this loyal group of 
loyal workers. It can truthfully be 
said that the telephone operators in 
Newton lived up to the best tradi- 
tions of their service. 

Service was continuous for the tele- 
phones still able to operate despite 
loss of power supply. Auxiliary and l 
emergency generating machines were 
started and a storage battery electric- 
ity was properly maintained. These 
generating machines also supplied the 
current for ringing telephone bells 
until the regular power supply was re- 
stored. The many customers who vis- 
ited the recent open houses have aow 
experienced the value of this emer- 
gency equipment which they viewed 
in a tour of inspection. 

The newly established Business Of- 
fice at the corner of Washington and 
Peabody sts. at Newton Corner did 
not escape the wrath of the storm. 
Two large plate glass windows were 
shattered Wednesday evening hut tem- 
porary coverings were placed and the 
office was ready for service to the 
public at the usual hour on Thurs- 
day morning.

I the pay-as-you-go principle. By that 

-we mean as far as can ho foreseen 
all anticipated expenses for the fiscal 
year bo Included In the budget. If 
there are uncertainties, that a reserve 
he set up to the amount believed am- 
ple. within the limit permitted by law. 
In Newton the maximum Is about 
$75,006 — \V2 r 7r of the previous year's 
expenditures.’ 

" ‘That no borrowing he made 
against tax titles unless the two previ- 
ous clauses are observed.’ 

"It is very evident that was a pro- 
phetic announcement and declaration. 
The Welfare appropriation* will he 
exhausted on October 1st. and an ad- 
ditional appropriation of one hundred 
thousand dollars i$1ho.hoo.OO; or 
more will probably required. More- 
over. it is estimated that the Soldiers' 
Relief Department will require twenty 
thousand dollars f $20,000.00) addi- 
tional. 

"During the year we have made 
appropriations for damage claims and 
WPA materials which are not in the 
budget. Time will tell whether the 
snow removal appropriation will be 
sufficient. The budget was not pre- 
pared on a pay-as-you-go basis. We 
therefore did not approve of the Tax 
Title Loan then presented by the 
Mayor. If we bad, the situation would 
he still worse than at the present 
time because, as announced, one hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($iao,000.00) 
would have been used to reduce the tax 
levy for the current year. The situa- 
tion today when the Finance Committee 
now recommends the Tax Title Loan 
I is entirely different. Anticipating a 
| Welfare Loan from the State and 
knowing the attltud- of the sta au- 
thorities toward all cities and towns 
I which have applied for Welfare Loans. 

| we know we must meet an honest 
| difference of opinion In the matter of 
1 keeping the hooks. The State method 
will be mot if the Tax Title Loan is 
now secured, and we feel quite certain : 
this will facilitate the securing of the | 
Welfare Loan. 

"I want to make It very clear that | 
it is not an about-face on the part of 
the Committee in approving the Tax 
Title Loan now which we did not 
recommend in the spring. I do not say 
this with any spirit of ‘I told you so'; 
it is simply facing the facts which 
must be aired. The Welfare Loan 
will come in the near future and to 
prepare for it. we now recommend 
this loan. 

"Taking up the Emergency Loan: 
obviously we were not prepared and 
no one could have foreseen the catas- 
trophe which occurred. Certain de- 
partments must have funds to repair 
the damage. We, therefore, recom- 
mend a loan of not exceeding one hun- 
dred thousand dollurs ($100,000.00), 
ml we recommend passage of an order 
authorizing and ratifying expenditures 
by the respective department heads in 
excess of present appropriations. This 
is a technical wording required in 
order that they may make these ex- 
penditures, and we are ratifying the 
expenditures already made. Later, 
when the Emergency Loan is secured, 
we will make further appropriations 
from that loan and include the pres- 
ent items." 

One factor that adds to the finan- 
cial problems confronting the city is 
— that the State tax is about $400,000 
instead of $200,000 us estimated early 
this year by State officials. As it is 
almost a surety that the cost of wel- 
fare to the city will be considerably 
over $100,000 for the balance of this 
year and more than $20,000 for 
Soldier's Relief, it is probable that 
the city will have to borrow $100,000 
for this burden, the first time that j 
it will have to resort to such an ex- 
pedient. Unlike past years the city 
does not now possess .i large surplus 
fund. In preparation for the antici- 
pated Welfare loan, the Board voted 
to authorize a tax title loan not to 
exceed $196,000. The Board appro- 
priated the following amounts to cover 
expenses caused by the hurricane — 
Public Buildings. $5000 (total damage 
estimated at $15,000): Street Depart- 
ment. clearing streets. $20,000: replac- 
ing tools and machinery. $5000; WPA 
materials, trucks, etc.. $5000: Fire De- 
partment. repairing fire and police 
signal systems. $5600: Police Depart- 
ment. to pay nine reserve policemen 
for one week's service patrolling 
streets. $2S3.

It 
Is expected that the emergency proj- 
ects caused by the hurricane will 
keep the WPA workers engaged for 
several months.

Want Children 
Carried to School 


The problem of the Oak Hill school 
continues unabated. Organized and 
militant action by Oak Hill residents 
resulted In rh^ erection of a new school 
in that section ahead of its scheduled 
place on the program adopted by the 
Newton School Committee a few years 
ago. The school building was made 
large enough for future needs of that 
district, and in order to assign a con- 
siderable number of pupils to it, 
streets toward Newton Highlands were 
included in the Oak Hill school dis- 
trict. A demand then came for the 
construction of a street leading to the 
school from Parker st.. and the Mayor 
and Aldermen not only authorized the 
construction of this street, but it was 
made a parkway SO feet in width at 
a cost of $70.00". And a further com- 
plication was evidenced at the meet- 
ing of the School Committee on Mon- 
day night when a delegation of per- 
sons who reside in the Woodcliff rd. 
section of Newton Highlands appeared 
and demanded that the city provide 
free transportation for about 70 chil- 
dren to the Oak Hill school. Before 
the new school was built at Oak Hill, 
some of these children attended the 
Mason School at Newton Centre, a 
considerably further distance removed.

Safety Education 
In Newton Schools 


The Safety Education Committee ap- 
pointed to revise the safety program 
for the public schools of Newton, 
through its ehnirmnn. Raymond A. 
Green, has submitted a oomprehen* 
. ive program to Supt. of Schools War- 
ren. The report Alls S6 typewritten 
pages and a number of copies have 
been mimeographed for distribution to 
teachers. On Highway Safety in the 
grade schools, safety from the pedes- 
trian point of view has been stressed, 
in junior high schools from the bicy- 
clists point of view, and In the senior 
high school from the automobile dri- 
ver’s point of view, touching on the le- 
gal rights of the pedestrian as well as 
the automobilist. Many of the practices 
outlined in the program have been in 
operation for a long period, but this 
is the first time that the material de- 
veloped by individual teachers and 
schools has been brought together 
and made available for all teachers, 
and all pupils. Supt. of Schools War- 
ren in the foreword to the “Guide 
for Safety Education" which is the 
title given to the program, says: "It is 
the conviction of the School Depart- 
ment that this material, so well or- 
ganized and brought together, will go 
far toward making the public school 
program a stronger force than it has 
pen in the prevention of accidents, and 
in the development of safe and sane 
behaviour on the part of this and 
coming school generations.” 

The Safety Education Committee is 
composed of Raymond A. Green, as- 
sistant principal of Newton High 
School; George Kellar. assistant to 
the superintendent, and Grace Law- 
rence. supervisor of nurses of the 
Newton Health Department. The sub- 
committee for the grade schools in- 
cludes: Elizabeth O’Hearn. Stearns 
School, chairman; Mrs. J. F. Blako- 
more. Hyde School: Mrs. Doris Eck. 
vVilliams School: Lillian Kenna, Mason 
School; Jessie Lewis. Hyde School; 
Ida Scheib, Bigelow School; Catherine 
Tobin. Stearns School; Jane Wyman, 
Oak Hill School. The subcommittee 
for junior high schools includes: 
G. E. Tanner. F. A. Day School: Man- 
uel Gulesian, Bigelow School; Marga- 
et Jonah. Weeks School; Helen Lewis, 
Warren School: Ida Scheib, Bigelow 
School. The subcommittee for the 
High and Trade Schools is composed 
of Charles Consodine. High School; 
James Forbes. Trade School; Frank 
Toscano, Trade School. 

Under the caption — "The Problem 
of Safety,” — the report says: 

I. Acknowledgments: 

May your committee thank the 
many teachers, supervisors, principals, 
the superintendent, and the Health 
Department for their many helpful sug- 
gestions. for their untiring efforts, 
and for their zeal In helping the cause 
for greater safety. To the teachers 
In the classroom and to those who 
lead the hoys and girls to a safer 
enjoyment of life will go the satis- 
faction of a work well done and the 
unspoken thanks of future adults. May 
this guide help to that end. 

II. The Problem of Safety: 

The "Guido to Safety Instruction in 
the Newton Schools” is based on the 
principle that “to live safely and 
sanely in this rapidly changing world” 
is a matter of vital concern to all 
human beings regardless of age. The 
child of today, thrilling to life with 
all its hazards and conscious of his 
responsibilities to others, fired with 
the desire to live safely and to help 
others to live safely, will undoubted- 
ly be a militant factor for safety when 
he is an adult. 

To live safely and sanely in this 
modern age of machines and inven- 
tions requires alertness, knowledge of 
hazards, and accurate liabit-formod re- 
actions. The teacher must be alert 
to the needs of boys and girls so that 
Hie problems of safety will he vital

in their lives. Safety problems should 
emanate from their own experiences. 
After all, safety for human beings is 
life, a way of living. Life may he 
better enjoyed If people are safety 
conscious. There will he no restric- 
tion of proper pleasures If the haz- 
ards of life are presented with the 
attempt to form the correct habits 
to meet those hazards. 

This bulletin especially emphasizes 
the teaching of safety in the various 
subject fields wherein it specifically 
applies. Stress the safety elements 
when they logically arise. The school 
life is fertile with situations from 
which safety work may expand. At- 
tempt to avoid repetition. Use the 
material best suited to the age. Be 
alert for new approaches. Let safety 
education he a "thrilling” experience 
to the child. 

Highway safety Is divided into three 
classes of major emphasis. — for the 
grades, the pedestrian: for the junior 
high school, the bicycle: for the sen- 
ior high school, the automobile. 

First aid has been developed in 
this guide with major emphasis In 
the grades on the proper procedures 
in emergencies with a few very sim- 
ple first aid demonstrations, and in 
the junior and senior high school on 
a few of the common accidents or 
sudden illnesses that need immediate 
attention. In the junior and senior 
high school it seems advisable that 
the Physical Education Department in- 
clude this First Aid Work as part 
of the regular course of instruction 
since all pupils are required to take 
physical education. 

III. Objectives: 

The objectives of safety education 
are synonymous with the objectives 
of any worthwhile education. They 
may be reemphasized: 

To provide children with vital in- 
formation and practical knowledge of 
hazards ever present in every day 
experiences so that their behavior In 
specific situations may he intelligent 
and safe. 

To develop habits of safety and pro- 
vide such practice as will enable clill- 
dren to protect themselves and others. 

To encourage wholesome attitudes 
that, will make for the choosing safe 
rather than dangerous activities. 

To develop an attitude of respect 
for the rights and property of others. 

To inculcate an attitude of respon- 
sibility for the safety of others. 

To fire the child with the desire to 
"do" intelligently. 

To establish right attitudes toward 
law and order. 

In subsequent issues of the GRA- 
PHIC. details of the Safety Program 
for the elementary grades, junior high 
schools and the senior high school will 
he printed.

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FITZGERALD HURT 

IN OPENING GAME 

Newton High opened its 1938 foot- 
ball season last week Friday afternoon 
at Russell Field, North Cambridge, 
with a scoreless tie in a Suburban 
league encounter with the Cambridge 
Latin eleven. The 0-0 affair was a 
hitter pill for the orange and black 
lads to swallow as the local aggre- 
gation had figured upon getting off 
to a flying start in defence of tin* Sub- 
urban league title which it has held 
for the past two years. But an even 
worse calamity befell Coach San- 
born’s prospects when Go-Captain 
Johnny Fitzgerald suffered a broken 
collar-bone near the end of the first 
period. The injury to the Newton lad, 
apparently destined to become one 
of the outstanding schoolboy half- 
backs of the season, will keep him 
sidelined for at least a month and 
Newton officials will be gratified to 
have him in shape for the Waltham 
and Brookline contest late In Novem- 
ber. 

Fitzgerald played the leading role 
in the Newton attack In the initial 
period and on several occasions al- 
most broke away for a score. His 
passing and hall-toting sent the or- 
ange and black deep into alien terri- 
tory to have the attack repulsed. 
Toward the end of the quarter Fltzy 
ran buck a Cantab punt for 35 yards 
to the Latin 22 where he was piled 
up. When the officials got to the ball 
they found tin* Newton star injured. 
After that Brooks Heath and Tom 
Powers carried on hut the scoring 
punch wns lacking. 

Newton had throe chances to tally 
in the opening half and twice in the 
second half. Receiving an early Cantab 
kick Fltz rail the hull 20 yards to 
midfield. Alternating with Heath the 
Newton pair pushed their way to the 
Latin 25. Latin stiffened to stop two 
plunges and a third down pass was 
intercepted.

Although two fifteen yard penalties 
aided Newton In the third porlod the 
play penetrated hut little beyond the 
40-yurd lines. In tho final quarter 
the Newton loam Touched the homo 


team’s 25-yard line but was held for 
downs and again starting from mid- 
field pushed its way to the Latin 23 
where time ran out and the game 
ended.

Street Department 
Hires Equipment 


In the effort to clear Newton streets 
of the hurricane debris as quickly as 
possible the Newton Street Depart- 
ment hired much extra equipment. 
This included 6 power shovels, in ad- 
dition to 2 owned by the city; 3 
cranes, 100 large trucks, 50 small 
trucks, 6 bulldozers. The employees 
of the Street Department have been 
assisted by over 500 WPA workers 
and more than 100 men who are on 
the Welfare rolls of the city. The 
big shovels and cranes have been 
lifting trees and large limbs from 
streets, the many trucks have been 
hauling trees, limbs and branches to 
city dumps and unfinished playgrounds 
where the branches and smaller limbs 
lmve been burned, and the bulldozers 
have been used principally at the 
dumps.

A man in England owned a bitch 
of which he was very fond.

In an effort to make it easier on 
the mother dog he spaced the drown- 
ings two or three days apart. When 
the last puppy had gone, the bitch 
walked to the edge of the pond and 
xvaded in. The man called but she 
wouldn’t heed his command to come 
ashore. Deliberately and In sight of 
her master in almost the exact spot 
where her puppies had been destroyed, 
the dog lowered her head under water 
and drowned.

There has been much discussion for 
years among dog owners and others 
as to whether or not the wolf and 
the dog have a common ancestor. Un- 
til the oarly 1800’s everyone wns 
content to look upon the wolf and 
dog as distant blood relatives. At 
that time a fow scientists nnd nat- 
uralists began to demonstrate the 
fallacy of t ho supposition that dog 
and wolf had the same forebears. The 
argument was on and has raged un- 
abatedly ovor sinco. 

The dog stems from an entirely dif- 
ferent family. I base my belief on 
the following known facts. First, there 
Is no similarity between their Bkulls, 
the nasal formation which separates 
the eye sockets in n wolf’s skull Is 
convex while that of a dog Is concave.

The cross-breed- 
ing occurred centuries ago but does 
not change tho basic fact that the 
wolf and dog do not have a common 
ancestor.

Answer: There is no harm in tak- 
ing a puppy from its mother at the 
age of 6 or 8 weeks, but if you buy 
a puppy when it is around seven or 
eight months old ho will have prob- 
ably passed through many of the 
minor ailments that puppies are prone 
to have.
